GOOD PLATFORM. 

THE FAITHFUL WORK OF THE REGULAR RE- 
PUBLICAN CONVENTION OF PENNSYLVA- 
NIA—THE ONLY PROTESTS AGAINST 
RAWLE—THE INDEPENDENTS TO SELECT 
THEIR OWN TICKET—WOLFE IGNORED.

HarrispurG, May 10.—The work done in 
the Republican Convention here to-day leaves 
Cameron’s power unbroken, though not un- 
shaken. A fairly strong ticket has been made 
up and a good platform adopted. So far as 
the men and the professed principles of the 
regulars meet the approval of voters and con- 
tent them with the existing order of things, the 
outcome of the convention will deprive the 
Independents of their anticipated advantage 
and serve to carry the party safely through 
the perils of a campaign m which it will be 
fighting against itself. Still, the work done does 
not come up to the high standard imposed or 
the conditions fixed by the Independents to 
be observed by the regulars as the price of 
their support, and Wharton Barker announces 
that a full Independent ticket will be put 
up at the Independent convention on 
May 24. The features of the  con- 
vention which will chiefly commend 
it to the approval of the reform elements of 
the party within and outside of the State are 
the platform and the manly speech of the candi- 


date for Governor. With the voters of Penn- 
sylvania probably the name of ‘‘Tom” Mar- 
shall, of Pittsburg, will have greater potency 
than any other on the ticket, not excepting 
that of Gen. Beaver himself. The worst part 
of the day’s work was the nomination of 
Rawle. He may be an excellent man and in 
every way fitted for the Judgeship, but his 
nomination was driven through by the crack 
pf Cameron’s whip. 

The convention was called to order, in the 
Academy of Music, at 11:20 o’clock this morn- 
Ing by Mr. T. V. Cooper, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee. Judge W.S. Kirk- 
patrick, of Northampton County, was chosen 
temporary Chairman, and made a speech in 
which he endeavored to prove that the Repub- 
lican Party of Pennsylvania represented the 
highest standard of morality in politics,and now, 
as ever, was moved by a desire for perfect purity 
in the administration of public office. The 
convention was not visibly stirred by this kind 
of talk, but encouraged the young gentleman 
with hearty applause at the mention of the 
name of Garfield. While the Committees on 
Credentials and Resolutions were being made 
up, @ motion was made that all resolutions 
submitted to the convention should be referred 
without debate to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. This prudent provision against incon- 
venient and unauthorized expressions of 
opinion met the views of the conven- 
tion and the motion was carried. The 
articles of faith and resolutions drawn 
up at the Continental Hotel peace con- 
ference last week were reported to the conven- 
tion by the Stalwart half of the conference 
committee, and were referred without read- 
ing to the Committee on Resolutions, After 
the committees had been named a recess was 
taken until 2:30 o’clock. On reassembling, the 
convention was kept waiting more than half 
an hour by the tardiness of the Committee on 
Credentials. Meanwhile a brass band in 
the dress circle, mistaking the occasion 
for a funeral, played a_ succession ot 
ancient and dirge-like airs. Messengers were 
pent after the dilatory committee, and, with- 
put waiting for the settlement of the few cases 
of contested seats, the report of the Committee 
on Permanent Organization was called for. 
As soon as the list of officers was announced, 
the Hon. George Lear, of Bucks County, was 
conducted to the platform as permanent Chair- 
man of the convention, and made a short 
ppeech, full of machine doctrine, though he is 
commonly called an Independent. He de- 
clared that when a convention had made a 
nomination it was treason not to support the 
candidate with sincerity. The report of the 
Committee on Credentials was then received 
and adopted. 

The preliminary work being now out of the 
way, James Milliken, of Centre County, arose 
to nominate Gen. James A. Beaver for the 
Governorsbip. His speech was an eloquent 
tribute to the public and private virtues of the 
General and to his distinguished achievements 
In the war. He emphasized Gen. Beaver’s de- 
yotion to the interests of the people and 

ledged the convention that, as Gov- 

rnor, he would never give his as- 
sent to questionable courses’ or unwise 
measures. The specch was a very sensible 
pne, and when Mr. Milliken closed with the 
formal nomination the convention applauded 
heartily. The nomination was made by ac- 
plamation, the delegates rising to their feet 
and cheering with an enthusiasm which showed 
that, whatever the voters on the outside may 
think about it, the spirit of the convention was 
for Beaver without reservation. There was no 
dissenting voice, and the Chairman announced 
that Gen. Beaver had been unanimously nomi- 
bated for Governor. 

It had been arranged by the careful mana- 

ers that the nomination of a candidate for 
acre Judge should follow that of Gov- 

rnor. As it was certain there would be a 
fecht for this place, it was thought best thus to 
rhange the order of nominations in order to 

rive the necessary opportunity for ‘‘ trading.” 
Sir William Henry Rawle was put in 
nomination by Silas W. Pettit, of Phila- 
Welphia. George S. Graham followed with the 

omination of Judge M. Russell Thayer, of 
Prtiadetphi He prefaced his remarks with 

he announcement that Col, Samuel B. Dick, 

pf Crawford County, after much reflection, 
had decided, for the sake of harmony, not to 
permit his name to be submitted for a place on 
the ticket. He then proceeded in a vigorous 
speech to express the dissatisfaction of the 
Philadelphia delegation with the persistent 
attempt of Cameron to force Rawle on 
the convention. The facts as generally 
stated and believed are that Wayne 
MacVeagh promised Cameron that, if he 
would take Rawle for Supreme Judge, he 
(MacVeagh) agreed not to go on the Inde- 
pendent ticket. Mr. Graham referred to the 
caucus of the previous evening, at which 
83 of the 46 Philadelphia delegates put on 
record their determination not to eng | ac- 
rept from one outside power a candidate from 
their own city chosen without consultation 
with them or deference to their wishes. If 
Philadelphia was to have the Judgeship, she 
pught to have something to say in naming the 
man for the place. But here was a 
candidate insolently set .up over their heads. 
As for him he was nobody’s man, and even if 
no other delegate in the convention should 
stand with him he, at least, would vote for a 
man of his own choice. ‘I voice the spirit of 
the Philadelphia delegation,” said he. ‘‘ That 
spirit should be recognized in this convention, 
and not smothered and crushed out in this un- 
manly way.” Judge John P. Livingstone, 
of Lancaster County, was put in nomination 
by Marriott Brosius, of the same county. 
The name of Judge A. M. Brown was 
presented by a young Pittsburg lawyer, Mr. 
John Daizell, in the best speech of the day, in 
which he pictured the character of the upright 
Judge re eloquently set forth Judge Brown’s 

tness for a place on the Supreme bench of the 

ceystone State. Thomas J. Clayton, of Dela- 
ware County, was put in nomination by B. B, 

Robinson and Judge Blair, of Blair County, 

by William Nesbitt. 

“The convention then proceeded to ballot up- 
on this array of names, with the following re- 
sult: Rawle, 115; Brown, 72; Thayer, 38: Liv- 

ingstone, 15; Clayton, 6; Blair, 4. There hav- 
ing been no choice, a second ballot was called 
for and taken, resulting in the choice of Rawle, 
The vote stood as follows: Rawie, 132; Brown, 
07: Thayer, 8; Livingstone, 14. In this ballot 
rather more than half of the Philadelphia dele- 
gates whom James McManes controls went over 
to Brown, but the Rawle forces received from 
varicus sources accessions enough to give them 


the-vierorv. Many of the votes recorded on 


the first ballot were of a complimentary char- 
acter. Others were given in obedience to 

ledges and promises which were binding only 
or that ballot. Those harmless obligations 
being discharged,the wandering sheep hastened 
to return to the fold and fall into line 
for Rawle, as commanded and expected 
by the bosses. The most conspicuous 
and humiliating instance of this kind of ser- 
vility was the change of District Attorney 
George S. Graham, of Philadelphia, from 
Thayer to Rawle, against whose nomination 
only a few minutes before he had made a pro- 
test so seemingly indignant. District Attor- 
ney Graham evidently has unusual gifts for 
that kind of political work which requires 
sudden somersaults. His speech denouncing 
the attempt of the bosses to smother and 
crush out the spirit of the Philadelphia delega- 
tion by forcing the undesirable Rawle down 
their throats was couched in so vigorous and 
bold anguage and delivered with such vehe- 
mence that his simulated indignation passed 
for the real thing with all who were not in the 
secret of his intentions. He was ‘no man’s 
man,” he stoutly protested, yet as soon as he 
had, in presenting the name of Judge Thayer, 
“alt paooeng the service demanded ot him by his 
ocal boss, he slipped his head once more into 
the Cameron collar and demonstrated the 
soundness of his henchmanship. His shame- 
less and stulifying course was spoken of with 
unconcealed disgust by many delegates. 

The nomination of W. T. Davies for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor was made by acclamation, 
no other name being presented. 


The next place was that of Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs, and it was decided that the 
nominations should be made in speeches not 
over one minute long, for it was already 
nearly dark in the theatre. Half a dozen 
nominations were made in as many minutes, 
chief among them being John M. Greer, of 
Butler County, the “slate” candidate; Jacob 
G. Heilman, of Lebanon County, and Lucius 
Rogers, of McKean County. On the ballot 
Greer had 129 votes, Heilman 30, and Rogers 
57, with the rest scattering. Greer’s nomina- 
tion was then made unanimous, 

The surprise and, for all parties except the 
Cameron, most satisfactory achievement of 
the day came in the nomination for the place 
of Congressman at Large. The ‘‘ slate” scheme 
was to put on ‘Farmer’? Samuel Butler, 
ex-State Treasurer, to pacify the people 
of Chester and Delaware Counties, who have 
much criticised Gen. Beaver’s management of 
the agricultural college near Bellefonte, of 
whose Board of Trustees he was President, but 
it had been agreed that this place on the 
ticket should be left open. Cameron, it 
is said, was confident that he had dele- 
gates enough pledged to Butler to get him 
in, bunt the unexpected arose in the 
shape of ‘‘Chris’’ Magee, the talented little 
Pittsburg boss. As soon as the nomination of 
Rawle relieved him of his responsibility and 
arduous labors in Judge Brown’s interest, 
Magee called the Allegheny delegates around 
him and gave them their orders to 
vote for Thomas M. Marshall, of Pittsburg, 
for Congressman at Large. Then he went 
over to where James McManes sat and se- 
cured the services of tho Philadelphia delega- 
tion. This done, he sat down and waited for 
the nominations to bo made. The names of 
ex-Treasurer Butler, James E. Mcfar- 
lane, of Crawford; James B. Biery, of 
Lehigh, and Thomas M. Marshall, of 
Allegheny, —— before the convention in 
brief speeches. he Marsnall ‘‘boom”’ set in 
with the calling of the second name on the 
roll. Alonzo Shotwell, of Philadelphia, 
gave him his vote, and James Mce- 
Manes followed. This showed that Mar- 
shall was going to give Butler a 
hard push, for, with the Philadelphia and his 
home delegation in his favor, many other coun- 
ties were sure to throw over Butler, for whom 
there was no enthusiasm whatever. When 
Allegheny gave him her 14 votes, his friends 
began to applaud every fresh vote for him, 
and presently delegates who had voted for But- 
ler or McFarlane began to change their votes 
to the Marshall side. By this time hats were 
waving all over the auditorium and upon the 
stage, and a regular stampede for Marshall 
set in. The roll-call was completed amid 
a scene of noisy excitement, and when 
it was announced that Marshall had re- 
ceived 176 votes to 54 4=for_ Butler, 
the convention yelled with delight. The But- 
ler men then gracefully proposed that the 
nomination be made unanimous, and this was 
done amida wild hurrah that far surpassed 
the demonstration with which the nomi- 
nation ot Gen. Beaver was _ received. 
Marshall is a very able lawyer and a 
popular and effective stump speaker. He is 
the strongest man on the ticket intellectually 
and with the people of the State. He has 
never held office or sought it, but has been a 
Presidential Elector once or twice. He is 
strong enough to be independent when the 
regular nominations do not — him, and 
was a Greeley man in 1872, His nomination 
was beyond question the best point made by 
the convention. 

The ticket being then completed, Judge Jes- 
sup, of Montrose County, from the Committee 
on Resolutions, read the following platform: 


The Republican Party of the State of Pennsylva- 
nia, in convention assembled, do reaffirm the prin- 
ciples of justice, equal rights, honesty and econo- 
my ip the national and State administrations upon 
which the party was founded and upon which it 
has so long and continuously triumphed, and does 
hereby resolve that it has always been the aim and 
purpose of the Republican Party to carefully guard 
the interests of the laboring classes by al! suitable 
legisiation, and to that end the protection of Amer- 
ican industry by advocacy of continuance of 
proper and eet tariff is enjoined upon our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress: 

kesolved, That, as the sense of the great body of 
the Republican Party of the State of Pennsylvania, 
we declare: 

I. That we unequivocally condemn the use of 
patronage to promote personal political ends, and 
require that all offices bestowed within the party 
shall be upon the sole basis of fitness. 

I. That competent and faithful officers should 
not be removed except for cause. 

III. That the non-elective minor offices should 
“te filled in accordance with rules established by 

aw. 

IV. That the ascertained popular wii shall be 
faithfully carried out in State and national con- 
ventions and by those holding office by the favor 
of the party. 

Vv. That we condemn compulsory assessments 
for political purposes, aad proscription for failure 
to respond either to such assessments or to requests 
for voluntary contributions; and that any policy 
of political proscription is unjust and calculated to 
disturb party harmony. 

VI. That public office constitutes a high trust, to 
be administered solely for the people, whose inter- 
ests must be paramount to those of persons and 
parties, and that it should be invariably conducted 
with the same efliciency, economy, and integrity 
as are expected in the execution of vetvete trusts. 

Vil. That the State ticket should be such as by 
the impartiality of its constitution and the high 
character and acknowledged fitness of the nomi- 
nees, will justly commend itself to the support of 
the united Republican Party. 

Resolved, That we also recommend the adoption 
of the following prominent rules for the holding 
of State Conventions and the conduct of the party: 

J. That delegates to State Conventions shail be 
chosen in the manner in which candidates for the 

eneral Assembly are nominated, except in Sena- 
torial districts composed of more than one county, 
in which conferees for the selection of Senatorial 
delegates shall be chosen in the manner aforesaid. 

Il. Hereafter the State Convention of the Re- 
publican Party shall be held on the second Wednes- 
day of July, except in the year of the Presidential 
election, when it shall be held not more than 380 
days previous to the day fixed for the National 
Convention, and at least 60 days notiee shall be 
given of the date of the State Convention. 

Ill. That we recommend to the county organiza- 
tions that in their rules they allow the largest free- 
dom inthe general participation in the primaries 
consistent with the preservation of the party or- 
ganization. 

Resolved, That it is the dnty of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to adopt a policy which will result in ob- 
serving good faith toward the aborigines by ksep- 
ing intruders out of the Indian Territory, by enact- 
{ng laws protecting life ard property on the reser- 
vations, by prok“>lilng tribe removals, by educat- 
ing all Indier childr-= in man si labor schenis, and 
by giving lands in severalty, and eventuaily citizen- 
a to all self-supporting Indians who desire the 
same. 


Resolved, That we most deeply deplore the loss 
sustained by us in common with the other portions 
of our Nation in the death of President James A. 
Garfield, who exemplified by his whole life and 
public career all those principles which constitute 
the highest type of American manhood, and _ who, 
when stricken down by the hand of a cowardly as- 
sassin, showed by his fortitude and heroic patience 
that his profession that he was ready to give his 
life for his country was not an empty boast, 

Resolved, That we heartily sympathize with the 
widow and mother of our late President and his 
bereaved children, and we say to him that his life 
and memory are the richest legacy which could 
have been bequeathed to them. 

Resolved, That the Administration of President 
Chester A. Arthur, commenced under such sad 
and trying circumstances, has proved to be wise, 
conciliatory, and efficient, and is entitled to the 
cordial support of every Republican. 

diexolved, That under the Administration of cur 
worthy and able Governor, Henry M. Hoyt, the af- 
fairs of our State have been wisely. honestly, and 
economically administered. The interests of she 
tax-payers of the State have been carefully cuard- 
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ed, and his administration is worthy of the confi- 
denee of every citizen. 

Jtesolved, That the ticket nominated this day com- 
bines purity of personal character with eminent 
ability, is worthy of the hearty and undivided sup- 
port of every true Republican, and for its election 
we hereby pledge our earnest efforts. 

Resolved, That the State Committee be consti- 
tuted according to the usages of the party, the dele- 
gation from each district to present to the Secre- 
tary of this convention the name of the person de- 
sired to be placed thereon. 

As will be seen, the Stalwart committee 
kept the agreement made at the Continental 
Hotel peace conference by inserting the 
stiff civil service reform resolutions there 
drawn up. right in the body of 
its own platform. It was curious to 
note the spirit in which this machine conven- 
tion received reform resolutions, The great 
body of delegates listened in a pathetic 
way, as if they neither understood nor 
cared what was going on among the 
** bosses.”? There was ironical laughter when 
the loftiest of these most virtuous political 
maxims were read. Chairman Cooper’s com- 
ment on the resolution denouncing the bosses’ 
assessment of office-holders for campaign pur- 
poses was that he should be mighty careful to 
ask only for voluntary contributions. The 
tariff plank was cheered, of course, and at the 
end the whole batch was adopted in a per- 
functory way, not more than a third of 
the delegates taking the trouble to vote. Still 
nobody voted against them, and the Stalwarts 
can say to the Independents; ‘‘We have put 
ourselves on a platform of your own making. 
What more do you want?” 

There was now nothing further to do but to 
bring in Gen. Beaver and present him to the 
convention. The candidate for Governor was 
received with prolonged applause. In his ad- 
dress he said that he was not much of a poli- 
tician, but he had taithfully and earnestly 
endeavored to learn in the preliminary canvass 
which had resulted in this nomination what 
the wishes of the masses of the Republican 
Party were inregard to it. He had not sought 
individual support nor bargained for politi- 
cal influence, but he had been solicitious to 
know the popular will, Believing that 
the convention had registered that will 
and given utterance to the voice of 
the people, he accepted this nomination. 
He had made no pledges to living man as to 
what his future course should be. He could 
make none now or hereafter except this: In 
the approaching political campaign the bar- 
mony and success of the Republican Party 
should be the one great object of desire and 
effort on his part, and if the convention’s action 
should be ratified at the polls, the welfare of 
the whole people should be the prime object of 
his solicitude. As to the principles which had 
been enunciated, they were not only correct 
as principles, but they must be faithfully and 
honestly carried out in practice. 

There could be no mistaking the tone and 
manner of Gen. Beaver in making his manly 
declarations in declaring that he had given 
and would give no pledges to any man 
as to his conduct and in ealling on 
the delegates before him to cancel the nomi- 
nation if they felt that they did not represent 
the peopite of Pennsylvania. He spoke with 
the courageous bearing and firm voice of an 
honest man who means just what he says. 
His speech will help him and the ticket, but the 
leaders and voters of the Independent Party 
will not be inclined to accept it as a guarantee 
that Gen. Beaver, if elected Governor, will not be 
under the Cameron influence. He is a pure 
man, who undoubtedly will try to make a 
good administration, but he is not a man 
of exceptional force or independence of char- 
acter. He is not strong enough to defy 
Cameron within the party, and his notions of 
reform are not fixed and definite enough to 
make him in any way uncomfortable under 
the authority of the dictator under his leader- 
ship. There will be no deliverance of the 
Pennsylvania Republicans out of the hands of 
its present masters. 

To-day’s convention, 
adjourns the issue, 
ticket and putting 
convention beat 
points.

him in two important 
defeats will rise up to 
trouble him hereafter, They will tend 
to make his henchmen unruly, and when 
the feeling of reverend regard for this elder 
Cameron shali have grown fainter with years, 
the son will find it increasingly  diffi- 
cult to keep his grasp on the party, 
and will doubtless loose it altogether 
before he has the chance to make many more 
Governors. The prospects of the ticket 
cannot be foretold until something is 
known of its reception in the State. 
The Independents, it is said, will nomi- 
nate for Governer Philip C. Garrett, 
Chairman of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred. Unless the people shall show a 
disposition to throw off the Cameron 
yoke, that is not a nomination which will 
draw from Gen. Beaver enough votes 
to throw the Governorship into Democratic 
hands, but the Democrats of Pennsylvania 
have a splendid opportunity this year, and, 
with the phenomenal incapacity of their party 
to profit by that sort of thing, they will, of 
course, miss it or make one of their character- 
istic and fatal blunders.

THE INDEPENDENTS’ CHANCE, 

THE STRAIGHT-OUTS DECIDED UPON A SEP- 
ARATE TICKET—A FEW INCLINED TO 
WAIT. 

PaHiLADELPAIA, May 10.—The action of 
the Harrisburg Convention, though not a sur- 
prise to the leading Independents, has only 
confirmed them in their to 
nominate a separate ticket. The more moder- 
ate ones, like William McMichael, of this 
city, who was a leading member of the Con- 
tinental ‘conference which promulgated the 
doctrine of reform within the party, 
are disposed to await the action of 
the Independent convention before mak- 
ing any positive statements as to 
what will or will not be done, but such 
straight-out Independents as Wharton Barker 
and Francis B. Reeves do not hesitate to 
suy that a full Independent ticket will, 
in all probability, be nominated. Mr. Barker 
said to-day that the Independents would 
put a separate ticket in the field and 


would strain every nerve to _ deteat 
the Republican machine candidates. The 
Independent candidates, he said, will all 
be Republicans, and they will be men 
who will live up to the principles of the re- 
form movement. Thecry used to be “ Prin- 
ciples before men,’’? but the cry now will 
be ‘Principles and men.’ Mr. Reeves 
who was one of the Independent conferees in 
the late treaty of peace with the Stalwarts, said 
the action of the Harrisburg convention left 
only one course open to the Independents, 
and that was war against bossism of any kind 
and in any place. An Independent ticket must 
be putin the field and the candidates must be 
Republicans who will represent the spirit 
of the movement. ‘I do not see,” he said, 
“how any reform Republican can vote for 
any of their nominees except Rawle. Phila- 
delphia has been snubbed by the bosses for 
years, and new is her opportunity to as- 
sert herself and by defeating this ticket 
show that she means to be a power in the State 
hereafter, commensurate with her voting pop- 
ulation, taxes paid, and material resources, 
and not simply a bob to Cameron’s kite. Her 
time has come at last. Let her make the most

HE PROTESTS IN THE NAME OF THE INDE- 

PENDENTS AGAINST THE CONVENTION’S

Wasuincton, May 10.—The proceedings 
of the Pennsylvania Convention have attract- 
ed much attention here.

that may be I cannot tell. Marshall made 
one of the strongest of the many pro- 
tests I ‘have received against the re- 
moval of Sullivan as_ Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Twenty-third district, 
I trust that Senator Cameron may reconsider 
his determination to supplant Sullivan with 
Jackson, and thus remain in harmony with 
the nominee of his convention for Congress- 
man at Large. The convention, taken as a 
whole, was a masterly and adroit Stalwart 
movement. I do not think the talk 
about Wolfe yesterday for Lieutenant- 
Governor will deceive anybody. His 
name was evidently used by the Stalwarts 
to create the impression that every effort to 
conciliate the Independents had been made by 
the bosses, and that the bosses were unable to 
regulate the movements of the great body of 
their followers; in other words, that the con- 
vention was independent of machine dicta- 
tion. Such a pretense will not deceive any- 
body. The convention seems to have been 
managed to ‘“‘rope-in’” the disaffected ele- 
ments by a seeming effort to satisfy 
the independent sentiment without really do- 
ing anything to conciliate it. I do not believe 
the Stalwart leaders ever had any intention of 
accepting the work of the Philadelphia con- 
ference in good faith. The convention was not 
the exponent of the wishes of the Republicans 
ofthe State. The candidates, with one exception, 
were selected by Mr. Cameron. Take the case 
of Greer. Six months ago, Mr. Cameron told 
me he would be the nominee for Secretary of 
Internal Affairs. Rawle is an Independent, 
but the Independents had no voice in his 
nomination. Mr. Cameron selected Rawle 
as his own candidate to make what 
was termed a concession to the 
Independents. The Independents did not have 
the selection of any man on the ticket, The 
objection the Independents have to Davis is 
that he had td see the Boss before he could ask 
the people to nominate him. He was, how- 
ever, presented by the Independents for 
State Treasurer last year, and it 
was natural that he should have been 
their choice had they been consulted for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor., It may be the Independents 
will accept Rawle and Marshall, but the con- 
vention bas done nothing in deference to the 
Independent sentiment, nor has it allowed the 
Independents to have any places upon the 
State ticket that would be a vantage ground 
of power in the administraion of State affairs. 
It is for this purpose the Independents are 
contending, with a view of enforcing.their 
ideas in the State Government and party con- 
trol. A great many Republicans are ready to 
make war on this ticket, but they may hesitate 
to do so in view of the importance to the party 
of carrying the election. 

Itis too early for me to form a correct judg- 
mest on the result of to-day’s work. Ihave 
not heard from any of the Independent lead- 
ers since the nominations were made. This 
morning, when I understood the slate was 
made up as afterward ratified by the 
convention, with the exception of Mar- 
shall for Congressman at Large, instead of 
Butler, I sent a telegram to one of the dele- 
gates from my own county, that I am willing 
to have published as my view ot the situation 
at that time. I don’t exactly understand what 
the nomination ot Marshal] means, but I can- 
not see, as at present advised, that it materi- 
ally changes the situation. The dispatch was 
not presented to the convention as, for some 
unaccountable reason, it was not delivered in 
time, although sent at 10 o’clock this morning. 
The following is the dispatch: 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 10, 1882. 

Hugh Young, Harrisburg: 

The slated ticket renders; the conference and 
its platform meaningless. It is the one-man power 
personified, against which 50,000 Independents 
protested last Fall, and which they say they will 
throttle if they have the chance at the 
ballot-box. The Independent convention can’t 
consistently ratify this work. Independents. have 
been proscribed and Stalwarts rewarded in our 
State ever since Garfield was laid in his grave. I 
have made every effort-possible to harmonize the 
factions. My election and allegiance as Senator 
are primarily due to the Independent movement, 
1 will not stand and see it strangled without pro- 
test. At such time the personal claims of 
no candidate shouid stand in the way of har- 
mony or principles proclaimed. The only way 
this can now be prevented is to adjourn this con- 
vention over for conference. with the Independ- 
ents.

LOSSES IN FALL RIVER AND BOSTON 
AT OVER $200,000—GREEN’S

Mass., May 10.—The in- 

fraudulent business  transac- 
tions which has been recently received by 
persons here who are victims has caused 
much restlessness among  eotton’ brokers 
and cotton corporations. It was thought that the 
trouble: was of a mild nature, but an investigation 
has disclosed some startling facts. Green & 
Co., of Columbus, Miss., cotton-dealers and 
agents for the White Line, have sold cotton to 
mills here and at other piaces and to 
firms in Boston, among the number being 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., of that city, who 
are losers to the amount of $25,000. Bills of lading 
were signed by them as agents of the line. 
L. Green, Jr., Who represents the concern, 
and is the authorized agent of the White 
Line, has fled, after negotiating bills of lading 
which were not backed up by any shipment of cot- 
ton, and after fraudulently obtaining large amounts 
of money. The loss, it is said, will fall upon the 
transportation company; but there is a variety_of 
opinions as to its liability. A few days ago Mr. 
Newell, the Boston agent of the company, was 
telegraphed to and an answer was _ re- 
ceived that Green was not am _ authorized 
agent of the company. Green appears. to 
have been very cool throughout the whole 
transaction. He went to Mobile from Columbus, 
and thence to New-Orleans, where all trace of 
him has been lost. Some of the marks given 
to the “fiat” cotton received by persons here are 
interesting. They were “Sin,” “A Li,” and the 
last was ‘‘cut,”’ when he left the country. 
From the last accounts, the swindling 
operations appear to grow in extent. ‘Ihe full 
amount to which persons here are involved 
is $50,000, but reports from various 
parts of New-Engiand increase the amount to 
$17,000. There are 200 bales of cotton yet due 
to @ersons here, and should any of it 
arrive {the amount of the fraud may be reduced, 
The persons involved are determined to establish 
their claims and hold the White Line responsible. 


Boston, May 10.—It is now stated that 
cotton manufacturers having their head- 
quarters in this city are losers to the 
amount of $185,000 through the _ suspected 
irregularities of L. Green, of Columbus, Miss., 
while the six miljls in Fall River are losers to 
the amount of $70,000. It is possible, how- 
ever, that the statements are exaggerated. 
The Advertiser says that cotton which 
has been overdue is now arriving almost 
daily at the mills, and numerous shipments have 
been discovered in transit as having passed certain 
billing pomts. It is a fact in favor of the ultimate 
delivery of much of the cotton supposed to 
be on the way that the operation of the 
Southern railroads has been so _  imped- 
ed by the floods that washed out 
large sections of the track that it has been 
impossible to forward freight, and it has accumu- 
lated in great quantities upon sidings. The ralil- 
road companies and the banks and mills in- 
terested are rosecuting a close search 
for missing shipments, and it is possible 
that all may be found. If they are not within 
a few days, it can then be told with 
accuracy what the total amount of loss 
will be. The names of the mills involved 
in the transactions cannot now be published 
without danger of doing injustice which 
migttt affect the credit of some of them, al- 
though it can be stated on good authority 
that no one of them would be seriously embar- 
Tassed even if each should lose the whole amount 
paid for the eotton now overdue to it. The final 
adjustment of losses, if there are any, will 
only be made after litigation. It is claimed that 
an action would lie against the railroad for which 
Mr. Green acted and the banks which advanced 
the money upon the bills of lading. Mr. Green 
wasthe White Star agent for the Louisville anda 
Nashville Railroad Company, and although the 
railroad company claims that he was dismissed 
from its§employ several months ago it does not 
appear that public notice was given of his dismis- 
sal. Being agent of the company, and alsoa shipper 
of cotton, Green occupied a peculiar position, in 
which he had a splendid opportunity, if so disposed, 
fo commit the frauds which are charged, for he 
could sign the bills of lading without com- 
mitting forgery, and there was no check 
placed upon him by the railroad agent, 
as would ordinarily be the case. A strong ground 
of suspicion against him is his disappearance from 
Columbus and the hiding of his books and papers. 
It can be stated on the best authority—that of the 
firm iteelf—that Kidder, Peabody & Co. will not 
lose a dollar, the cotton on which they advanced, 
and which was overdue, having arrived, 


THE IRISH POLICE BAFFLED

THE ' PHQ@NIX PARK ASSASSINS 
STILL AT LIBERTY. 

AN IRISHMAN ARRESTED WHO BOASTS OF 
KNOWING ALL ABOUT THE CRIME—FUR- 
THER ARRESTS ON SUSPICION—THE EX- 
CITEMENT IN IRELAND UNABATED. 

Lonpon, May 10.—The man who was ar- 
rested at Chester last night on a telegram 
from Dublin gave a satisfactory account of 
himself and was released to-day. The man 
who was taken into custody at Milford Haven, 


, yesterday, has also been released. 


At Haverford West an Irishman has made 
astatement that last week, while he was in 
Dublin, he refused an offer of £100 to assist in 
the murder of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke. He has been conveyed to Liver- 
pool and his statement communicated to Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, Home Secretary. 
His knowledge of the locality of the crime 
and his description of the men give his state- 
ment every appearance of truth. The Police 
anticipate that something important will be 
learned from his statements. He says he can 
lay his hands on the assassins. 

A man named Quail has been arrested at 
Preston. There arestains on his trousers. He 


came from Dublin on Saturday. He admits 
that he was in Phoenix Park at 7 o’clock on 
Saturday night, but denies any knowledge of 
the murder. 

Ata meeting of the Parnellites to-day the 
opinion was expressed that, if Mr. Gladstone’s 
bill be confined to its nominal objects—the im- 
provement of the administration of justice and 
the suppression of secret societies—it would 
meet with very general acceptance. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon the 
Right Hon. Lord Richard de Aquila Gros- 
venor, Joint Secretary to the Treasury, in the 
absence of Mr. Gladstone, moved that on 
rising to-night the House adjourn until 9 
o’clock to-morrow evening, in order to allow 
the members an opportunity to attend the 
funeral of Lord Frederick Cavendish, The 
motion was unanimously adopted. 

The Times says that no vindictive legisla- 
tion is demanded by public opinion. It repu- 
diates any desire to embarrass the Govern- 
ment, and says it should regard its overthrow 
in the present position of Irish affairs as a 
public misfortune. 

»°A return has been issued showing that on 
the 3d of May 386 persons were confined in 
prison under the Coercion act. 

An Irishwoman of ‘London has sent a 
wreath of flowers to be piaced on the coffin of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish. 

DvuBLIN, May 10.—The opinion grows that 
the indiscriminate proceedings of the Police 
show that they are in a state of uncertainty. 

A delegation of carmen to-day waited upon 
the Chief of Detectives andfasked permission 
for a general parade of all the cars and drivers 
in Phoenix Park for the purpose of identifying 
the car in which the assassins escaped. Tha 
request was refused, as an inspection has al- 
ready been made. The carmen have resolved 
to meet at the park on Sunday to denounce 
the crime and take measures to aid the authori- 
ties in capturing the incriminated driver. 

A crowd of the lower orders gathered yes- 
terday around a car with a red panel and 
— obliterated number, and insisted on the 

olice taking it and the driver to the station 

for identification. This is considered a most 
significant change as compared with the re- 
luctance of the populace in all previous crises 
to render assistance to the authorities. 

Ear! Spencer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 
has signed a minute forbidding executive offi- 
cers to go beyond the precincts of the city 
without Police protection. 

The name of the American Irishman who- 
was arrested at Castle Bellingham yesterday 
and brought to Dublin is Heybourne. He has 
been released. Another arrest has been made 
at Athione, 

Placards appeared to-day announcing the 
formation of a society for the restoration of 
legislative independence. They contain hostile 
references to Castle officers. 

It is proposed that the citizens should con- 
tribute a sum to augment the amount offered 
by the Government as a reward for the arrest 
of the assassins. The Freeman’s Journal 
thinks the subscription ought to take the form 
of a fund for the erection in Dublin of a mon- 
umept in memory of the victims. 

Paris, May 10.—Henri Rochefort’s paper 
attempts to prove that the Dublin murders 
were committed by the landlords. The Rappel 
palliates the crime. 

Romer, May 10.—The Fassegna states that 
the Vatican has forwarded formal instructions 
to Cardinal McCabe, Archbishop of Dublin, 
directing him to call upon all Irish Catholics to 
declare in a public document that their cause 
in distinctly separate from that of Secretaries. 

The two bicycle-riders who assert that they 
witnessed the murder of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Mr. Burke are brass-fitters 
by trade, and are named Magee and Fry. 
They have been further interrogated by the 
Castle authorities, and adhere to the statement 
they made yesterday. Fry, who was fol- 
lowing Magee on his machine, says he saw 
a man having a large butcher’s knife raised 
to strike, but did not see the stab 
given. He also says that Lord Frederick Cav- 
endish got up after being knocked down. The 
story told by these men is not credited, and it 
is not believed they saw anything of the scene 
they pretend to describe. 

Lonpon, May 11.—Michael Davitt has writ- 
ten a letter to the Standard, dated May 10, on 
the subject of the assassinations. He says: 
“IT would feel that I was neglilect- 
ing my duty if I permitted your 
remarks to pass unanswered. For the opinion 
you express of the sincerity of my condem- 
nation of the murders and for your be- 
lief that Mr. Parnell, Mr. Dillon, and 
myself are guiltless of alliance with 
the assassins, I am thankful.” In answer to 
the Standard’s request to come forward and 
make a clean breast of information that would 
throw light on the murder, Mr. Davitt recalls 
the fact that he came out of Portland Prison 
at 3 o’clock on Saturday afternoon, after 
having been confined in solitude for 15 months, 
without seeing a newspaper or a letter 
that did not pass through the hands’ of 
the Governor of the prison. He rebuts the 
implication that he and other leaguers must 
possess information that would enable the au- 
thorities to track the assassins. He declares 
that Messrs. Parnell and Dillon cannot 
lend any more assistance in bringing the 
assassins to justice than that given in their 
manifesto. Heagrees that a pilgrimage ought 
to be made through Ireland now to denounce 
assassination until these hideous crimes are ex- 
orcised from the land. He recalls the fact that 
from the first initiation of the League he 
warned the Irish people against outrages as the 
greatest danger to the movement. He says 
that when he delivered speeches in the United 
States, from New-York to San Francisco, he 
did his best to lay the demon of revenge. 
He claims that he always denounced violence 
and refers to reports of his addresses pub- 
lished by the Irish-American press, and 
made also by the Government short-hand writ- 
ers, for verification of his statement. He con- 
tinues: ‘‘Whoever is responsible for 
my arrest, let him come forward and 
declare on what grounds I was deprived of lib- 
erty orlie under the imputation of having re- 
moved me because of my stand against the poli- 
cy of conniving at murder and outrage. Had I 
been permitted to continue my crusade against 
outrages and to level all the influence of the 
Land League against murder and the mutilation 
of cattle, I could have prevented numbers of 
crimes which stain the name of Ireland and 
might have averted the horrible deed of Sat- 
urday last.” Mr. Davitt refers Mr. Forster 
to the speech ho (Davitt) made  be- 
fore his arrest, in which he predicted 
the accumulation of crime that would 
result from the policy Mr. Forster was pursu- 
ing and held him responsible before God.

THE NEW IRISH LEGISLATION, 
REFORMS IN ARREARS AND PUNISHMENT FOR 
CRIME—THE PREMIER’S ANXIETY. 

Boston, May 10.—A cable dispatch to the 
Herald from its London correspondent says: 
“T understand that the Irish bill is now com- 
plete, and that it provides, in a compli- 
cated way, for reforms in arrears, dividing 
the concessions between landiords and tenants 


with tolerable evenness, and is, in this re- 
spect, nearly identical with the bill 
drawn up by Mr. Parnell. Provided 
the landlord gives up one year’s rent, 
the tenant is to pay one year’s, and the 
rent of the third year is to be paid out 
of the Church surplus. I ‘am assured 


by a confidant of a member of the 
Cabinet that a general resemblance exists be- 
tween the two bills, the Government conceding 
as far as possible to Mr. Parnell. In reference 
to crimes, the new bill deals with actual crimes, 
giving great powers to magistrates in these 
matters, but cutting off their powers almost 
altogether regarding political offenses. It 
is not likely that any exciting 
events will occur in London between 
now and Thursday night. The first business 
in Parliamert to-morrow night will be the in- 
troduction of Mr. Gladstone’s new measure. It 
seems that, excepting the clause relating to 
the preservation of life and property, the bill 
was read to Lord Frederick Cavendish the day 
before his death and approved by him just as 
it will be presented to the House of Commons, 

Mr. Gladstone was to have gone to Chats- 
worth this afternoon, but he changed 
his mind at the last minute, owing 
to a pressure of business. vast 
number of telegrams are received hourl 
at the official residence, many of whic 
have information demanding the personal at- 
tention of the Premier. e has not been in 
bed five hours at any one time since Fri- 
day night, but works with a feverish 
anxiety that indicates a full knowledge 
of the crisis hanging over the Government. 
His son is understood to have almost suc- 
cumbed to the strain. It is quite clear 
that Mr. Gladstone thinks he can 
weather the storm. Many members of his 
own party urged him yesterday and to-day 
to adopt severe methods. Several Radicals 
threaten to bolt if he continues his present 
policy, and nearly all the Whigs threaten to 
do likewise unless he adopts a strong hme of 
action. Mr. Labouchere says to-night that the 
general feeling among the Liberals is one 
of fear. Mr. Shaw says he has the 
greatest confidence in the fact that the 
opposition has no leader equal to the 
emergency. A strong organizer would 
readily destroy the Government in this crisis. 
Mr. Parnell says he is no longer afraid of 
the total annihilation of the Irish party. 
As far as he learns the programme of 
the Government, he is both surprised and 
gratified at the absence of the mis- 
taken retaliation which he feared. 
Mr. Healy thought that the dissolution of 
Parliament would be extremely likely. Mr. 
Forster says that dissolution is only possible, 
and not by any means probable.”

A CRISIS IN EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 
THE CHAMBER OF NOTABLES SUMMONED— 
THE KHEDIVE POWERLESS AND LIKELY 
TO BE DEPOSED. 
Carro, May 10.—The Khédive last even- 
ing informed the Consuls that the Prime Min- 


ister, Mahmoud Baroudi, had insisted on a 
modification of the decree commuting the sen- 
tences of the Circassian officers, had spoken in- 
sultingly in regard to the Consuls, and had 
threatened Europeans with violence. Mah- 
moud Baroudi, however, on receiving the Eng- 
lish and French Consuls declared that he 
merely respectfully asked for a modification of 
the decree. It is expected that the Premier 
will resign. It is reported that the Cabinet 
has decided to convoke an extra session of the 


Notables to obtain the deposition of the Khé- 
dive. It is stated that several Consuls have 
telegraphed to their respective Governments 
to send iron-clads to Alexandria. 

The diplomatic agents of Germany, Austria, 
and Italy have received strict instructions to 
abstain from intervention. The Egyptian 
Ministers have formally assured the 
foreign Consuls General that no  dan- 
ger threatens the lives or property of Eu- 
ropeans; but ‘they declare that in the event of 
Turkish intervention they are resolved to de- 
fend their country. 

The Ministers have promised the foreign 
representatives that the Khédive’s person will 
be held sacred. The Khédive, at a private audi- 
ence, declared that he was resolved not to give 
way atany cost. He said he relied upon material 
support from England and France, by whose 
advice he had signed the decree commuting the 
sentence of the Circassian officers. The Minis- 
ters have informed the Khédive, through the 
medium of a subordinate officer, that they 
have summoned the Chamber of Notables. 

Lonpon, May 10.—Reuter’s Telegram Com- 
pany have received the following dispatch 
from Cairo: ‘‘ Egypt is in a state of revo- 
lution. The military, in violation of the or- 
ganic law, have summoned the Chamber of 
Notables over the head of the Khédive. Their 
nominal object is to settle the difference which 
has arisen between them and the Khédive, but 
itis considered that the latter’s deposition 
may be regarded as virtually achieved in 
favor of a government under Arabi Bey, un- 
less immediate intervention occurs.”’

CRITICISING A JUDGE'S ACTION. 

NEw-ORLEANS, May 10.—The 
Court to-day, Chief-Justice Burmudez dissenting, 
nullified the order of District Judge Monroe in com- 
mitting to prison for 10 days the publishers of 
the Mascot, for disobeying the injunction of 
Judge Rightor, restraining them from publish- 
ing anything derogatory to the character of 
Mr. Watson Van Benthuysen, President of the 
Carrolton Railroad.

The witness said: “In my first interview 
with Walter he said he would call and see me again} 
about the matter, and if I had made a mistake 
about his being there I ought to correct it, as it. 
might otherwise lead to his arrest. I told him [ 
couldn’t help that. He also spoke about the res- 
taurant checks, and said he was entitled to¢hem 
or ought to have them. I told him I supposed Cor- 
oner Bollmap would have them.” The cross-exami- 
nation elicited from the witness a complete dis- 
scription of the interior arrangements at Red- 
cliffe’s. The. witness told the jury that he saw 
Walter while he (the witness) was standing in the 


pantry doorway. James might have passed in 
without attracting notice. The witness was not 
certain that both the young women sat at the same 
table with Walter. 

Q.—Then the refreshments for three might have 
been ordered for Mr. James Malley, Walter, and 
one lady? A.—Yes, Sir. 

The witness in the redirect said that every lady 
who passed into the dining-room passed by bis desk. 

John Henry, the colored waiter, testified that he 
came to Redcliffe’s from Indian Harbor. He swept 
out the place and did chores. He saw Blanche 
Douglass and Jennie Cramer at the restaurant 
Thursday morning about 9 o’clock. The ladies or- 
dered breakfast. They had steak, mushrooms, 
and, he thought, four glasses of milk. The wit- 
ness identified the order slip previously identified 
by Rawlings. It had on it the order for the steak, 
mushrooms, potatoes, and milk. The witness tes- 
tified that two ladies, who he thought were the 
same, were in the restaurant in the evening. They! 
entered as he was closing the place. All the lights 
were out except the centre gas-light. All except 
the front door were locked. There was a gentle- 
man with the two ladies. 

os was the gentleman? A.—He was one; 
of _ Malleys, living across the way from where [ 
work. 

This witness fully corroborated Rawlings as to 
the order for chicken salad, changed after-| 
ward to an order for lamb chops. It was 10:30 
when the party came into the restaurant. No one 
come in the dining-room after they did. A dayor 
two afterward, when Coroner Bollman showed 
witness a photograph of Jennie Cramer, he recog-} 
nized it asa likeness of one of the ladies. The 
witness testified: “‘The next week one of the 
Malley boys—the same one that was in the restau- 
rant with the girls that Thursday evening—asked’ 
me very particularly about my stepping on his 
hat. He asked me if I remembered stepping on it 
and making an apology. I told him I did not, be- 
cause I stepped on so many gentlemen’s hats. He 
asked me if I didn’t remember that his hat had a 
blue band. I told him no, because I had seen so 
many like that.”’ 

Q.—Did he say anything about being ruined? 
A.—He made the expression in regard to the hat, 
that this point would have to be established or eise 
there would be ruin in regard to it. I told him L 
couldn’t. 

Q.—Couldn’t what? A.—That I couldn’t sav 
anything worse than I had already. He asked me 
about waiting on a party in the restaurant on that 
evening. He said there were two ladies and two 
gentlemen, and that asI took their order I ought 
to know about it. 

On cross-examination, the witness said the con- 
versition about the hat was on Monday or Tuesday 
after that Thursday. 

Q.—Was the one of the boys who talked with you 
about the hat the person you remembered as hav- 
been in with the two ladies? A.—No, Sir. I testi- 
fied that this man tried to impress my mind that he 
om _ in with the party, but I couldn’t remem- 

er it. 

The witness said he would not swear which of, 
the two boys was in the restaurant with tho 
ladies, but he pointed out James Malley, saying he 
was not positive as to the identification. 

Q.—Then, if the party sat at a side table, you 
have got the wrong party in yourmind? A.—Iam 
sure this party sat at acentre table. 1 seated them 
under the gas-light, because it was the only place 
to seat them at that time. 

The witness continued: “ At the time of the-sec- 
ond conversation two young men were with the 
one who talked about the hat. Ihaveseen Mr. 
Fox, [of counsel for defense,] but cannot say 
whether he was present at the conversation abous 
the hat. Before this party of three came in that 
evening there were a good many persons in the 
restaurant.”’ 

There occurred some squabbling between coun- 
sel over the possession of the supper checks, the 
court deciding thatit had no power to order the 
State’s Attorney to deliver them to the defense. 
The witness was asked: “Do you remember & 

oung lady with a red scarf on her shoulders hav- 

ng ice-cream at one of the tables that evening?” 
He said he thought he did. The defense undertook 
to weaken the testimony of the witness by trying 
to make it appear that he might have mingled in 
his mind other parties who were there the same 
evening, but the testimony was not changed. 

Edward Platt, in the restaurant business, testi- 
fied that he knew Jennie Cramer and last saw her 
in Elm-street, passing his place. Friday morning, 
about 11 o’cloek, Aug. 5. Another lady was wit! 
her. *“ That [pointing to Blanche Douglass] is her.” 
The witness was cross-examined by Mr. Cassidy 
and said: “ When I saw the girls I wasin Mr. Ruck’s 
shoe shop. I am sure it was Friday because that 
is the only day on which I buy fish, and besides I 
had spoken to Mr. Ruck about them.” 

Q.—When did you first speak about seeing Jennie 
Cramer on this Friday? A.—Perhaps a month after 
—e her. She had ona white dress and white 

at. 

Q.—Was there anything peculiar in her appear- 
ance? A.—No, Sir; she was pretty as usual. 

The witness was asked a great many questions to 
test his memory, which appeared to be very good 
regarding a number of indifferent matters. 

Q.—Did you mention noticing the laugh of one of 
the girls as being peculiar? A.—I think I did. 

Q.—Did you say that Jennie Cramer had a New- 
York smile? A.—I can’t tell. A New-York smilo 
is indescribable. 

The witness told about teiling the substance of 
his testimony to a State detective, and said that 
the Douglass girl had on a brown hat and a 
brownish feather. He also told about being taken 
to a building to see if he could recognize a lady in 
a carriage with Jailer Stevens. 

Henry J. Ruck, the shoe-maker, was ‘the next 
witness. He said his place of business was No.8 
Elm-street, Todd’s building. He knew Jennie 
Cramer, and last saw her Friday, Aug. 5, while sit- 
ting inside his store. It was about 11 A.M. Mr. 
Platt was inthe store at the time. Jennie was 
going up Elm-street in company with another wom- 
an. “That [pointing to Blanche] is the woman.” 
The cross-examination by Mr. Jones elicited the 
information that the witness had talked with 
Jennie in his store once eight years ago when 
she called to have a nail taken out of the 
heel of her boot and since, when he had mended 
her boots two years ago. ‘“*AfterI heard of Jen- 
nie’s death Mr. Platt called and remarked: ‘You 
know that Jenrie Cramer went by here vesterday.” 
Issid: ‘Yes.’ He said: ‘Sne’s dead.’ Iasked: 
‘Where? He said: ‘Down at Savin Rock; she 
was found in the water.’ Isaid: ‘I don’t believe 
she drowned herself, because a girl who was as 
lively as she was yesterday wouldn’t be likely to 
kill herself.’ ’’ 

Ex-Judge Stoddard cross-examined on behalf of 
Blanche Douglass, without getting anything of im- 
portance, his questions being directed to finding 
out if the witness had not said that the hats worn 
by the girls were—one white and the other black. 
Typ witness did not recoliect saying so. 

ohn A Lovejoy testified: ‘‘Il know James Mal- 
ley and krew Jennie E. Cramer. I saw them twice 
on Friday, Aug. 5. The first time they were on 
the Green, between Centre and Trin:ty Churches, 


“near Centre Church, going toward Elm-street, be- 


tween 12 and 1 o’clock. I was ou Temple-street 
sidewalk, going toward Chapel-street. The second 
time I saw them was at Savin Rock, in the 
grove, near the Sea-View House. They were 
walking together, between the flying horses 
and the swing. They came from 
of the fiying horses. They went toward tho 
swing or Hale’s house. I was a few feet 
from them; probably as near as three feet from 
them at one time. This was between 8 and 9 
o’clock.’” Mr. Blydenburgh cross-examined. The 
witness said he was a street-cleaner and worked 
for Mr. Blakeslee, the contractor, and had been in 
Mr. Blakeslee’s service 25 years, and was on duty . 
as — constable at the American Theatre in the 
evenings. 

This closed the testimony for to-day, the State 
baving now shown a great deal of the :movements 
of Jennie on Thursday and Friday and who her 


companions were.

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GUITEAU’S LAST CHANCE 


THE TECHNICAL POINTS RAISED 
BY MR, REED. 
MORE ARGUMENT ON THE QUESTION OF 


JURISDICTION—THE DIVORCED WIFE’S 


TESTIMONY HELD TO BE INCOMPETENT 
EXPERTS HARSHLY CRITICISED. 


WasHINGTON, May 10.—The argument of 
the motion to set aside the verdict and sentence in 
the Guiteau case was resumed this morning in the 
Supreme Court of the District, before Chief-Justice 
Cartter and Justices Hagner, James, and Mac- 
Arthur. Mr. Reed called attention to a volume 
known as the “Revised Code of the District of 
Columbia,” prepared ia 1857 by Messrs. Ould and 
Cross, but not adopted by Congress. Mr. Ould 
had been United States District Attorney for this 
District, and both he and Mr. Cross were recog- 
nized as lawvers of repute. In the preface the 


defects of the jaw relating to the District were re- 
ferred to, and an intimation given that some 
changes were absolutely necessary. Among the 
changes proposed by them was the adoption of a 
hew section, in these words: 

“Tf any person be stricken or poisoned in this 
District, and, by reason thereof, die without the same, 
the offender shall be as guilty and be prosecuted and 

unished in all respects as if death had occurred in 

his District.” 

If that section had been law at the time Guiteau 
shot the President, of course there could be no 
question about the jurisdiction of the court; but 
ithad pever been incorporated into any statute 
relating to the District of Columbia, He cited this 
simply as showing the opinion of these two gen- 
tlemen that such a section was necessary; and 
he submitted that it was entitled to considera- 
tion. Proceeding to discuss the applicability 
to this case of section 731, he argued that it applied 
Only to offenses against the Internal Revenue law, 
and said that Judge Cox,in his opinion on the 
question of jurisdiction, expressly decided that 
Section 731 did not apply to this case, and also de- 
cided expressly that there was no statute, either 
of Maryland or of the United States, covering the 
question. The reason given by Judge Cox for 
Overtuling the objection was that anaverment of 
the place of death was immaterial. Mr. Reed de- 
clared that that statement ot Judge Cox was not 
the law, and never had been the law. - There was 
an unbroken line of authority, undisputed and un- 
denied, that no indictment was good unless it 
averred the place of death. He challenged the 
production of respectable authority (outside of 
Judge Cox) in this country or in England that did 
not bold that an averment in the indictment of the 
bDlace of death was absolutely necessary, and that 
an indictment was not good without it. 

Judge Hagner—Did you understand himto say 
that it was not necessary ? 

Mr, Reed—He said it was immaterial, and what 
is immateriai is unnecessary. They are synony- 
mous terms. Judge Cox distinetly says that there 
ls no statute of the United Statesand no statute of 
Maryland that relieves the common law difficulty. 

ask your Honors whether the common 
law (on which Judge Cox based his deci- 
Bion) is not overwhelming on _ the_ point 
that the court had bo jurisdiction ? 
Mr. Reed then proceeded to discuss the exceptions 
as prepared by Mr, Scoville. One of these excep- 
tions was to the admission of statements in tne 
Rev. Dr. MacArthur's testimony. He spoke of that 
gentleman as forgetting his Christian profession 
and attempting, clothed in his clerical robes, to 
earry weight -gainst a poor man sitting in prison, 
while he should have been the first of all to say, 
** Forgive him, for he knew not what he did.” An- 
other of the exceptions was to the admission of Dr. 
Fordyce Barker's testimony, where he said: ‘These 
Bre vices and not diseases.” He spoke of Dr. Bar- 
ker overawing the jury with his assumed erudition 
and learning, and said that it was not for a witness 
to say that certain acts of the defendant were 
vices; it was forthe jury to determine that ques- 
tion. Such evidence on the part of such a witness 
could not fail to have tremendous weight with a 
jury. It would exercise a malign and baleful in- 
uence on their minds. All such questions were 
for the jury. No power on earth had any right to 
Invade the jury box with such astatemert. An- 
other of the exceptions was to the testimony of J. 
M. Justice, of Logansport, Ind., who had seen Gui- 
teau at that place selling “‘The Life of Moody,” 
and who said: ‘*“‘From whatI saw of the defend- 
ant I would say that he was a person who wasable 
to distinguish right from wrong.” 

The Chief-Justice—How was the jury going to 
find ont the prisoner’s state of mind except from 
witnesses? 

Mr. Reed—From the acts of the man. 

The Chief-Justice—If the jurymen knew anything 
about the sanity or insanity of the accused they 
would have formed an opinion and would have had 
no right to sitin the case. A knowledge between 
right and wrong is only one of the constituents of 
sanity, It is one of the main constituents of an ac- 
countable intellect. With it is acontrol over the 
exercise of discrimination between right and 
wrong. And when you put the two together you 
bave got an entire case; and it raises the question— 
does it not—whether you may inquire of a witness 
on the stand as to the existence or non-existence 
of a constituent of this condition of mind, 

Mr. Reed—That is just the question. I say that 
it is the province of the medical expert to state his 
opinion, on a hypothetical question, whether the 
man was sane orinsane. But laymen can only tes- 
tify as to words and acts, and itis for the jury to 
gay from that testimony whether the man was ina 
condition to distinguish between right and wrong, 
Mr. Reed then proeeeded to discuss the eleventh 
exception, which is that the court erred in admit- 
ting the testimony of the prisoner’s divorced wife. 
He quoted the statute against a wife being per- 
mitted to testify for or against her husband, and 
Greenleaf on Evidence, to the effect that that pro- 
hibition applies even when the married condition 
no longer exists. He asked what more damning 
evidence could be given against the accused than 
that of the wife. _ ; 

Tne Chief-Justice—Thoe doctrine which you as- 
sume would cover all matters of fact transpiring 
between husband and wife during coverture. 

Mr. Reed—Yes, Sir; clearly. 

The Chief-Justice—And afterward, too? 

Mr. Reed—Yes, Sir; all that related to that time. 

The Chief-Justice—Was her testimony as to a 
matter of fact, or was it the expression of an opin- 
jon as to his condition of mind? 

Mr. Reed—How is she able to form an opinion at 
nll, exeept on facts that came to her knowledge 
during the marital relations? ‘he opinion is 
worthless unless founded on something. It is 
founded upon facts that came to her knowledge 
Guring the marital reiations. 

The Chief-Justice—The disqualifying doctrine ey- 
idently relates to the confidences of married life. 

Mr, Reed—Everything that transpires between 
husband and wife is a confidence. 

Judge James—Is this your point; that a non- 
expert witness can give an opinion only when that 
witness has a right to state the facts on which it is 
based ? 

Mr. Reed—That is my opinion exactly. 

Judge James—And that this wife would have had 
no right to state the facts on which she based her 
ppinion? : 2 oi 

Mr. Reed—That is correct; and that is my position 
exactly. It is well stated—better than I could state 
{t. Iam much obliged to your Honor. 

The Chief-Justice—A wife is incompetent during 
roverture to be a witness, whether the subject of 

er testimony is confidential communications from 

er husband ornot. She can swear to nothing re- 
lating to marital life oraway from it affecting the 
interests of ber husband. But after coverture 
ceases, then you have another state of facts. Then 
she cannot testify to any confidences revealed dur- 
{ng coverture, although her marriage has passed 
away. The philosophy of the law is that the sanc- 
tity of that relation shall not be broken "e. The wit- 
ness, however, has become competent by the dis- 
solution of the marriage; but testimony of the 
facts and confidences revealed during marriage 
bas not become competent. My question is 
whether the exemption was not confined to corre- 
spondence or communication or facts occurring 
during the maritai condition, and whether it re- 
lated to the expression of an opinion asto the con- 
dition of the party after the relation was dissolved. 

Mr. Reed—lam greatly obliged to your Honor 
for the query. 

Judge MacArthur—I suppose you would liken the 
marriage relation in that respect to the relation be- 
tween attorney and client? 

Mr. Reed—So says Greenleaf. 

Judge MacArthur—After the relation of attorney 
ana client has ceased the privilege is not dissolved? 

Mr. Reed—By no means. 

Judge MacArtbur—And so you say in this case, I 
suppose, that it is one of those communications 
created while the relation existed, and which is 
binding, even though the relation is afterward dis- 
polved ? 

Mr. Beed--Exactly; I say that for all future time 


{it is, by law, a sealed book, and that the seal shall 
mot be broken or violated by any power or any 


o°rbe Chief-Justice—That is correct. Now, what 
is the communication? 

Mr. Reed—Sufficient to the day is always the evil 
thereof. ‘Tne question of the District Attorney 
was confined within the limits of the marital rela- 
tions, It was: “State whether, in your association 
with bim, you ever saw anything that wouid indl- 
cate that he wasaman of unsound mind.” The 
Answer was, ‘I never did.”’ I beg your Hono 
Solemnly to consider the questions presented, 


confine yourselves within the range of the case, 
aud not let your imagination float away and spec- 
tilate as to what might have been or might not 
bave been. The question of the District Attorney 
Invaded that sacred domain of married rela- 
tions. It violated it. It rayished it, so to speak. 
Sne was permitted to disclose to the 
jury and the world what her opinion was 
concerning bim while he held that sacred relation 
to her. Whether he held it worthily or unworthil 
is of no concern to you or to me. hat effect ha 
her testimony on the jury? The jurors were them- 
cov married men, knowing how intimate the re- 
ations are, how little things occur every day be- 
tween husband and wife not for the gaze of the 
world. They would naturally say: “ This woman 
lived with the defendant four years as his wife and 
he never saw anything to indicate an unsound 
ind.”?” What an impression must that not have 
Made upon the jury! They said: “Here is his 
avife, who knows him better than any other human 
being, This man cannot be insane or she certainly 
would have known it.” No graver error could 
ye been perpetrated in a trial; no error more 
Gisastrous to the defendant's right. Tell me thata 
ery woast. not be influenced and. carried away by 
-‘puch testimony and you tell me an absurdity. 

Mr. Reed then proceeded to discuss the excep- 
tions to some of the expert testimony. He de- 
‘peribed experts as the greatest set of humbugs in 
the country; professing superior knowledge and 
»yrisdom and yet seeering on all sides of every 
question; swearing for the client who has the most

he Chief-Justice—How was the jury to find out 
whether it was an irresistible impulse? 

Mr. Reed—They must take the evidence and 
judge as best they can. 

The Chief-Justice—You have it in evidence that 
the fimpulse was resisted for three weeks. Why 
was it not resisted the fourth week? 

Mr. Reed—Because it mastered the victim. 

The Chief-Justice—Three weeks was time enough 
for the impulse to resolve into resolution, reason 
and deliberation. A witness is called to the stand 
—a man at the head of an insane asylum—to give 
to the laity, the unlearned, the benefit of his intel- 
ligence on the subject, and he is asked: ‘Are 
these symptoms the symptoms of irresistible im- 
pulse?” He says no, they do not look to me in that 
way. Have you notarixht tothe benefit of that 
man’s learning and experience as a factor in the 
process of judgment? I know that the office of 
these experts is a littienebulous; that it comes and 
goes, but it seems to me that there is play for such 
an office here: 

Mr. Reed—My point is that it is for the jury—not 
for the witness—to say whether or not the im- 
— was irresistible at the time this man fired the 
shot. 

The Chief Justice—How are we, the unlearned, 
to find out whether an impulse is irresistible? 

Mr. Reed—We are to judge by the man’s conduct 
and words. But I will not allow your Honor to 
use yourself as a comparison and to admit that 
these experts know more on the subject than you 
do. You must not degrade yourself. That will not do. 
My objection to itis that the court, in allowing 
the question and answer, puts the witness in the 
jury box and invade the province of the jury. 
The jury-box should be as sacred as the virtue of a 
woman, and is not to be invaded from any source, 
When thus invaded, can your Honors tell what 
damage was done? Can your Honors tell what 
effect it had onthe mindsof the jury? It is im- 
possible. Mr. Reed then discussed another of the 
exceptions—it being to the testimony of Dr. Kemp- 
ster—the testimony being to the effect that when 
Kempster asked the prisoner whether he consid- 
ered the Apostles insane, the prisoner evidently 
saw the dilemma he was in. Counsel for the de- 
fense had objected to this testimony, but the court 
had admitted it. The court had allowed this 
“cup of poison’? to be presented also to the 
jury. Mr. Reed knew tha’ their Honors 
would put their seal of condemnation 
on thatruling, It was a shame that a man's life 
should be taken on such testimony. Human na- 
ture and reason revolted at the idea. He would 
not ask their Honors to reverse the verdiet on the 
ground that it was manifestly against the evidence, 
but he averred that if the jury had given to the de- 
fendant the benefit of a reasonable doubt, and had 
not bowed before the storm of public prejudice, 
they would have said on their oaths, before the 
American people and before the world and before 
God: “We have a fair, reasonable doubt of this 
man’s sanity, and therefore we acquit him.” He 
believed, nay he knew, that the man in yonder 
jail, who could in the silence of the night hear the 
creaking of the scaffold on which he was to be 
executed on the 30th of June, Was the most pro- 
nounced lunatic that had ever been tried in a 
court of justice. While he would not ask that 
the verdict should be set aside because it was man- 
ifestly against the evidence, (for he did not say so.) 
he did not admit that the record was such as should 
have been made. Passing on to another exception, 
he called attention to the fact that after the case 
on both sides had closed, the defense had, on new 
information, summoned Drs. MacFarland and 
Baird, He admitted that there was no error ir the 
court refusing to hear them on new matter, but the 
defense had desired to put to them the hypothetical 
question put by the poannention, and he believed 
that the court should have allowed that to be done. 
He confessed that he had not been able to find any 
authority, for or against that position, but he sub- 
mitted the question to their Honors, and asked 
them to make a decision which would make it a 
precedent for the future. 

In conclusion, he said: “I have said all that I 
could say in reference to this record. Ihave said 
it honestly, sincerely, and earnestly. All peoples— 
the barbarian, the untutored savage, the semi-civil- 
ized, and the civilized, believe in some supreme ail- 
controlling power. 1 do not know the peeuliar 
views of your Honors on that subject, nor is it 
necessary for me to know them. ‘The days of 
miracles have passed. This all-supreme and all- 
controlling power works through human agencies 
to-accomplish results here on earth. You do not 
know, I do not know, neither does any human 
being know, whether in the inscrutable wisdom of 
this all-power, the illustrious victim in this case 
was not by human hands and under human ‘advice 
taken to the State of New-Jersey and there per- 
mitted to die in order that no verdict 
should be ultimately carried into effect that 
would consign a lunatic to the gallows. 
It may be that it was so ordained that by the laws 
of man, concerning which I have argued to you 
yesterday and to-day, this irresponsible buman 
being should be saved from execution on the gal- 
lows. But your Honors may affirm this conviction, 
and may say that on the 30th day of June next this 
man shall walk pinioned to the gallows and there 
die, If so, the gallows, with all its appalling horrors, 
will have no terrors for him. He will go there, if 
go he must, as calm and ehangeless as the sea at 
the poles. I appeal to you by the iaw and under 
the law: to save this fair land from the eternal 
shame and disgrace of sending to the gallows a 
man as to whose sanity there must be grave 
doubts, I predict, and I predict with the certainty 
almost of prophecy, that impartial history in the 
near future, when telling this story to the coming 
uges, will, if this man be sent to the gallows, point 
to America, a land of boasted and expansive civil- 
ization, and write in indelible letters to descend to 
all coming time, shaine ! shame! shame !”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Reed’s argument the 
court adjourned till to-morrow.

NEWS AND ORDERS FOR THE ARMY 
AND NAVY. 

THE SIGNAL SERVICE ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS 
—ORDERS TO OFFICERS AND LEAVES OF 
ABSENCE—RETIREMENT OF REAR-AD- 
MIRAL PATTERSON, 


WasuHineron, May 10.—The Aeting Chief 
Signal Officer furnishes the following: “* The Signal 
Service is about to send out two expeditions to the 
arctic regions for the relief and supply of the par- 
ties already there. A year ago Lieut. Greeley, of 
the Fifth Cavairy, a meteorologist who has had 
long service in the Signal Corps, headed an exnedi- 
tion to Lady Franklin Bay, and Lieut. Ray, of the 
Eighth Infantry, headed another expedition to 
Point Barrow. ‘They reached their destination 
safely, haying with them provisions and other 
stores for a year and building materials for houses. 
The two stations thus established are part of a 
chain of international stations, among which 
are stations at the mouth of the Lena and 
at Barnaul, in Siberia, and at North Cape, 
in Sweden, These stations, with others, have 
been established for the purpose of taking meteor- 
ological, astronomical, magnetic, and time obser- 
vations, as near as possible to the northpole. The 
observations are to be taken daily at the same 
actual time. The simultaneous observations will 
begin on the Ist of the coming August. The two 
expeditions that are to start as_ soon as possible 
will carry to the parties at Point Barrow and Lady 
Franklin Bay another year’s supply of provisions, 
clothing, fuel, medical stores, and all other needed 
articles. Three or four observers will accompany 
each party for the purpose of replacing any of the 
men who may have died during theljyear, or reliev- 
ing those who may have become incapacitated 
for remaining in the cold climate of the 
fat north, No communication has been 
had with either Lieut. Greeley or Lieut. 
Ray since the return of the vyessels that 
carried them to their stations a year ago. Major 
W. M. Beebe, Jr., will proceed at once to St. John, 
New-Brunswick, for the purpose of chartering a 
vessel and arranging for supplies tor Lieut. 
Greeley’s party. He wil! then, probably, be or- 
dered to undertake the difficult task of making his 
way through the ice and landing the supplies. 
Lieut. J. Powell will have charge of the party going 
to Point Barrow. Hoe expects to sail from San 
Francisco about the ist of July. All supplies and 
letters must be sent to him at that city in time to 
reach him before June 10. All supplies and letters 
destined for Lady Franklin Bay should be sent to 
the Signal Office in Washington, before that date."’

ANNUAL CONVENTION — 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE FIRST DAY. 

W ASHINGTON, May 10,--Abner’s Hall, taste- 
fully decorated with American, French, and Ger- 
man flags, choice flowers, and rare plants, pre- 
sented a pleasing scene when President Schar- 
mann, of Brooklyn, called the first regular meeting 
of the twenty-second annual convention of the 
United States Brewers’ Association to order, Mr, 
Scharmann introduced Mr, Heurich, of Washington, 


who briefly addressed the delegates welcoming 
them to the national! capital. Mr. Scharmann then 
arose to address the convention. After extending 
the thanks of the convention to the local brewers 
for the cordiality of their welcome, he proceeded 
to congratulate the association on having attained 
{ts majority. He pointed out the enormous growth 
in importanee among the needful industries of the 
brewing interest. The growth of a spirit of toler- 
ance among the people in the matter of temperate 
drinking was favorably commented upon. If they 
had in the past and were still compelled to contend 
with unscrupulous foes, they had found that thou- 
sands of reasonable men were becoming their 


friends, Tho opposition which met them grew 
out of fanaticism, and not out of a desire 


to promote the public good. Referring to 
the commission appointed by Congress to 
investigate the effects of alcoholic drinks, he 
said: ‘“*We hail the investigation joyfully, 
for we have nothing to fear. Truthis our friend. 
The more thorough the examination the more it 
will be shown that the growing use of the light, 
fermented drink has done more in this country tor 
a true temperance than all the efforts of fanatics 
for half a century.” In reviewing the statistics of 
drunkenness, Mr. Scharmann asserted that an in- 
spection of the court records of the State of Maine, 
where there is not a brewery in operation, showed 
a greater percentage of arrests for drunkenness 
than in States where is no prohibition against the 
manufacture and sale of beer. 

On motion, a committee of five on nominations 
for officers was appointed and a recess of 15 min- 
utes taken to allow time for such committee to re- 
port. At the expiration of the recess the commit- 
tee reported the result of its labors as follows: For 
honorary Presidents, Frederick Lauer, of Reaa- 
ing, Penn.; H. H. Rueter, of Boston, and Henry 
Clausen, of New-York. For President of the con- 
vention, Herman B. Scharmann, of Brooklyn. A 
long list of Vice-Presidents, one from each city 
represented in the convention, was also submit- 
ted, and Messrs, Andrew HE. Leicht, of Chicago; 
William A. Miles, of New-York, and Richard Katz- 
enmayer, of New-York, were recommended as 
Secretaries. The report was adopted. 

The reading of the reports of the Board of Trus- 
tees, of the Agitation Committee, and of the attor- 
ney of the association was then begun, and occu- 
pied an hour anda half. Between the reading of 
the reports a communication from President 
Arthur was received, in which he expressed his 
regret that his public duties would make it impos- 
sible for him to accept the invitation which had 
been tendered to him to be present at the banquet 
of the association on Thursday evening.

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OBITUARY. 


COL. EDWARD B. WHITE, 

Col. Edward B, White died at his. residence, 
No. 125 East Forty-sixth-street, yesterday after- 
noon, aged 76 years, after an illness of but a 
week’s duration. Col. White was a native of 
Charleston, S. C., the eldest son of the Hon. John 
Blake White, the eminent poet and painter of that 
city, and was appointed to the West Point Military 
Academy by the Hon.John C.Calhoun,and was grad- 
uated from there in 1826, ninth ina class of 41. On 
graduation he was appointed Second Lieutenant of 


the Third Artillery, and from that time until 1832 
was on garrison and detached duty at stations both 
North and South, In the latter year, while sta- 
tioned at Fort Trumbull, New-London, Conn., he 
was married to Miss Adams, of Boston, a sister of 
Col. Julius W. Adams, of Brooklyn, and one of the 
famous Massachusetts Adams tamily, During the 
Rlack Hawk expedition he was on the staff of Gen. 
Eustace, and from December, 1832, to June, 1836, 
was principally engaged in topographical duty, 
taking an active part in the engineering duty inci- 
dent to the construction of Forts Pulaski and 
Adams and the bridge across the Potomac River, 
He was BER Virst Lieutenant of the Third 
Artillery Dec, 1, 1835, but resigned from the Army 
Aug. 13, 1836. On leaving the Army he established 
himself in Charleston as a civil engineer and archi- 
tect, and followed his chosen profession until the 
outbreak of the war of the rebellion, acquiring 
both fame and fortune. As an engineer his princi- 
pal labors were in the construction of the Cheraw 
and Waccamaw and the Charleston and Wilming- 
ton Sea-board Railroads. Asan architect he was 
best known, however, and besides being the de- 
signer of a number of Charleston’s stately rest- 
dences he was Architect and Superintendent of the 
Charleston Custom-house from 1850 to 1861. He de- 
signed the monument to Col. William Washington, 
of Revolutionary fame, which is situated at Eutaw 
Springs, 8. C., and is commemorative of the battle 
at that place. He also designed the mosument to 
William Gillmore’ Simms, the author, situated on 
the Battery at Charleston. He was the architect of 
the French Protestant and the new St. Philip’s 
Churches in Charieston, and of Trinity Church 
at Columbia, 8. C., 
the finest pieces of ecclesiastic architec- 
ture in the South He was Lientenant- 
Colonel of the Washington Light Artillery of 
Charleston, S. C., from 1844 to 1849, then, as now, 
the “crack” Militia organization of the South. At 
the outbreak of the war of the rebellion, he en- 
tered the Confederate Army, serving throughout 
the war as Coionel of the Palmetto Light Artillery, 
aregiment organized through his exertions, and 
composed of the best blood of the Palmetto State, 
He was engaged inthe defense of the sea-board, 
with head-quarters at John's Island, but part of 
his regiment remaining with him, detachments

| from the well-organized body being sent to the de- 


fense of other points. Since coming to this City, in 
1868, Col, White bas been engaged in the manage- 
ment of the Chanler estates. A widow, one son, 
and two daughters survive him. Col. White was 
the eldest brother of Dr. Octavius A, White, of 
this City, and there is another brother, a practicing 
physician, in Charleston. ‘The decgased was an 
intimate personal friend of Gen, Winfield Scott, 
Gen. Totten, Gen. W. S. Hancock, and other prom- 
inent military men, and his genial spirits and rare 
intelligence made for him hosts of friendsin civil 
life.

Mme, Emory 
Jones next sung “I know that my Redeemer 
liveth,” after which Prof. Richard Theodore 
Greener delivered a eulogy on Dr. Garnet. He be- 
gan by describing the outrageous system under 
which Africans first emigrated to this country. 
Coming down tothe time of Dr. Garnet, the eulogist 
said that the Doctor came from Mandingo stock. 
The first thing taught the Mandingo child by its 
mother was: ‘“ Love the truth always.’’ No 
wonder, then, he said, that the Doctor could not 
long remain in slavery, In relating the difficulties 
encountered by Dr. Garnet in getting his education 
in New-England he said: ' New-England of 1835 
was not the New:England of 1882, just as we trust 
that the South of 1892 will not be the South of 
1882. Iwentto the Congressional Library yester- 
day,’ the speaker said, ‘‘and was unable to find 
a copy of the speech delivered in the Capitol by 
Dr. Garnet in 1865, How can the negro be remem- 
bered when such speoches are not to be found in 
the National Library? Dr. Garnet’s services in be- 
half of his party were not thought worthy of re- 
ward until the last moment, and then from a wing 
of the Republican Party with which he had not an 
avowed sympathy. New-York was always pr@ud 
of her adopted son, but its politicians took care not 
to weigh him dewn with too many honors. Bene- 
diction was pronounced by the Rey. Dr. Deems, 
which closed the ceremonies, 
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AN OLD BOSTON PRINTER DEAD. 

Boston, May 10.—Theophilus R. Marvin, 
the oldest printer in Boston, died in Brookline 
Tuesday. He was born in Norwich. Conn., Feb. 23, 
1796. In 1823 he removed to Boston and 
established himself as a printer, and soon after be- 
came amember of the firm of Perkins & Marvin. 
Upon. the dissolution of this firm he asso- 
ciated with him his son, Mr W. T. 
R. Marvin, as the firm’ of . R. Marvin 
& Son, printers, at the head of which firm he re- 
mained until his death. Mr. Marvin was of the old 
Webster Whig school, and was prominent in pub- 
lio as well as in political life for many years.

GARNET. 
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THE WORKS OF RECEIVERS 
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JUDGE WESTBROOK AND 7HE LEBA- 
NON SPRINGS RAILROAD. 

HOW THE ROAD GOT {NTO THE POSSESSION OF 
ANOTHER CORPORATION—THE PROCEED- 
INGS WHICH LED TO A RECEIVERSHIP— 
THE BILLS WHICH WERE ORDERED PAID. 


ALBANY, May 10.—The Assembly Judiciary 
Committee investigating the officials acts of Judge 
Westbrook and ex-attorney-General Ward met in 
the Assembly judiciary room in the Capitol this 
afternoon. Mr. Harris’ offered in evidence the 
pleadings in the case of Warren Sackett against 
Russell ©. Root and others, which resulted in 
throwing the Lebanon Springs Railroad into the 
hands of a Receiver. He said that the summons 
and complaint showed that the plaintiff brought 
an action on behalf of himself and of all other 
bondholders of the Lebanon Springs Railway, ask- 
ing that they be declared to be the equitable own- 
ers of this road, and that a Receiver be appointed 
to take possession of the road and sell it; that the 
company was incorporated in 1867, and that it 
issued $2,000,000 of bonds, giving a mortgage upon 
the property of the company to secure said $2,000,- 
000 of bonds; that in 1872 the Union Trust Com- 
pany began 4 suit to foreclose the mortgage, which 
was not then due, and which would not become 
due for several years thereafter, the right to fore- 
close being claimed by reason of non-payment of 
interest; that the road was sold at auction under 


that foreclosure Jan. 25, 1878, at Greenbush, Rens- 
selaer County, being bid in by one Hull, a clerk 
for Duncan, and by one Lincoln, a clerk 
for Park, for $100,000; that these two clerks, three 
days afterward, gave to Park and Duncan a mort- 
gage for $5,000,000 upon the road; that nothing 
whatever was paid by Park or Duncan, and that. 
two days thereafter, these two clerks, Hull and 
Lincoln, deeded this property, subject to the mort- 
gage for $5,000,000, to the New-York, Boston and 
Montreal Railroad Company; that the complaint 
alleges that all this was done for the benefit of the 
bondholders of the Lebanon Springs Railway, &c. 
The answer of defendant Root denies that Hull 
and Lincoln purchased on the foreclosure sales for 
the benefit of the bondholders, or that they acted 
as agents for the bondholders, and alleges that they 


urchased for their own exclusive and individual 
enefit, &c. 


Mr. Stetson called as witness Mr. John Keenan, 
Clerk of Rensselaer County, who produced from 
his office certain papers in the case of Sackett 
against Root and others. Mr. Stetson explained 
what the papers were and their bearing upon the 
investigation. He said the plaintiff in that case, 
alleging himself to be the owuer of $8,700 worth of 
the $2,000,000 issue, brought action on behalf of 
himself and all others who wished to come in upon 
that complaint, which was verified Aug, 30, 1880. 
Judge Westbrook granted an order to show cause 
Aug. 81. Upon the same day a notice of motion 
for the appointment of a Receiver was made, 
returnable Sept. 18. This notice does not 
seem to have been served, and a_  sec- 
ond notice of motion was issued, _re- 
turnable Oct. 10. Upon Sept. 25 an affidavit 
of the service of this notice on Receiver Butter: 
field was made. The motion was heard Oct. 15. 
Defendant Root made an answer, which was veri- 
fled Sept. 25, and Root filed an affidavit Sept. 30, 
which was followed by an affidavit by defendant 
Ostrander Oct. 1. Upon these papers an order, dated 
Oct. 1, appointing Van Valkenburgh Receiver was 
filed Oct, 7. This order was conditioned that 
Van Valkenburgh file a bond in the sum of $5,000. 
On Oct, 25 this Receiver files a petition for leave to 
issue certificates, and on the same day, by order of 
Judge Osborne, is granted leave to issue certificates 
to the amount of $25,000. On Nov. 12, L. L. Bun- 
nel!, of New-York City. representing a majority of 
the bondholders, gives notice of a motion tor leave 
to come into this suit, either as co-plaintiffs or de- 
fendants. The hearing of this motion is adjourned 
from Noy. 12 until Dee, 28, 1880, Mr, Stetson 
called the attention of the committee particularly 
to this fact, that on Dec. 28 this motion is denied, 
and on the same day an order is made appointing 
F. L. Westorook, attorney, &c.; that order has in- 
dorsed upon its back the following: 

The plaintiff should not be embarrassed by having 
united with him in the record parties whose case he 
may be unable to sustain. At the same time, these 
parties who apply should have notice of every step in 
the cause, so that they may protect their interests. 
An order may be made requiring all papers and mo- 
tions to be served upon Mr. F. L. Westbrook, and 
allowing him, as counsel,to appearon estates Ta sn 


and other matters. 

Dec. 28, 1880. 

This motion was made on behalf of John Blood- 
good and others, representing a majority of the 
bonds of the Lebanon Springs Road. Jn February 
Edward Newcomb, counsel for the Receivers made 
a notice of motion for instructions, based on peti- 
tions for a sale of certificates. This was return- 
able March 5, and was served on Ostrander 
Feb. 25. Upon the return of that motion, March 
5, an order was granted appointing James H, 
Jones, a railroad expert, to examine as to the con- 
dition of the road. Upon March 21 another notiee 
of motion was given, returnable April 2, by New- 
comb to F. L. Westbrook, upon the petition of the 
Receiver, verified Feb. 23, 1881, for leave to issne 
further certificates upon the report of Jones, the 
exvert, as to the condition of the road. Upon April 
2an order is made thatthe Receiver issue certifi- 
cates to the amount of $350,000, it being represent- 


ed in the order that no one appeared in opposition 
thereto, 


On April 7, after leave to issue certificates, Sack- 
ett, the plaintiff in the case, files a petition and 
notice of motion for compensation for himsé@if for 
labor in preparing the complaint in his owl?’ case, 
and on April 28 an order is made that the Reéeiver 
pay Sackett $795 for the labor involved in 
making his complaint, and $1,200 to his law- 
yers, May 18 R. E. Andrews files a peti- 
tion to be reimbursed for legal services, and 
May 20an orderis made by Judge Westbrook, in 
whose handwriting in the order $900 is written as 
the amount allowed, which the Receiver is directed 
to pay. Upon Jdune6 the Receiver files a petition 
for compensation, and on June 7 and from 
time to time thereafter orders therefor are 
granted. On June 30 certain claims are 
filed against the Recetver, and an order 
is made referring them to Judge Smith Strait, 
of Troy. One of these claims is the subject of a 
suit brought by Marvin Sackett upon a special con- 
tract by which he was to render certain services to 
the road at the compensation of $5 per day from 
January, 1873, until December, 1875, and he re- 
covers $777 which the Keceiver is ordered 
to pay. Sylvanus Carpenter also recovers 
$358 75 in one of these referred actions 
in payment for services rendered between 
Aug. 5, 1867, and the latter part of 1873, the claim 
never being made until 1881, more than eight years 
after it accrued, and no defense of the Statute of 
Limitation being made. On June 30, also, the plain- 
tiff (Sackett) recovers a judgment for $30,000, and 
July 56 Henry A. Tilden recovers a judgment for 
$23,000, upon the simple report of the Referee that 
he finds for plaintiffs. Upon the same day, July 5, 
a judgment in favor of William F. Taylor for $2,500 
is entered on a claim against the company for land 
taken, the claim being made and the pee og filed 
on the same day. All the papers relating to these 
transactions, with many others, were offered ia 
evidence by Mr. Stetson and marked as exhibits. 

John W. Walsh, Deputy County Clerk of Albany 
County, produced several papers in the case of the 
people against the Lebanon Springs Railway Com- 
pany. N. F. Mulcher, Deputy Clerk of Columbia 
County, produced papers in the case of Henry A. 
Tilden against Russell C. Root and another. 

John W. Van Valkenburg, Receiver of the 
Lebanon Springs Railroad, took the stand. 
He gave a _ sketch of his connections with 
different railroads for the past 30 years. 
For the past three years he has been Vice-President 
of the New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Railroad 
Company, an organization, he said, existing mainly 
upon paper. At the time of his appointment as 
Receiver of the Lebanon Springs Railroad, ora 
short time before, the witness was p- 
proached by Henry A. Tilden, who stated 
that there was a controversy for the pos- 
session of the road, and asked him if he had 
any objection to being appointed as Receiver in 
vase such a course was rendered necessary, The 
witness indicated his willingness. The next person, 
he thinks, who spoke about the matter was Mr. 
Root, who said if a Receiver was appointed he 
would like to see the witness selected. Afterward 
Mr. Crane, a_ broker, of New-York, who 
was interested in the New-York, Albany 
and Boston Road, and who desired to 
obtain the line of the Lebanon Springs Road, spoke 
of the matter of a Receivership. Mr, Newcomb 
never spoke to the witness about the Receivership. 
The witness first knew of his appointment Oct. 6 or 
7. He did know, in advance, of the inten- 
tion to make a motion for the appoint- 
men of a_ Receiver, ana thought that Mr. 
Tilden spoke of it, but was not ositive. 
The witness was acquainted with William F. 
Taylor, Sylvanus Carpenter, and Warren Sackett, 
but never know that the last named was a Di- 
rector or officer of the road. The witness had 
been familiar with the affairs of the Lebanon 
Springs Road for years. Hedid not think the Di- 
rectors of the road had acted officially since 1869. 
He made no arrangement with his bondsmen 
until after his appointment. Mr. Newcomb 
first informed him of his appointment. 
He was the witness’ regular attorney. 
The witness remembered applying to Judge Qs- 
borne for leave to issue $25,000 in Receiver's cer- 
tificates. These, on their sale, netted him 9 per 
cent. (Mr. Stetson instructed the witness to pro- 
duce the books of his office showing when, to 
whom, and at what price he disposed of these cer- 
tificates.) The witness never knew or saw Mr. 
Jones, the expert who examined the road, before 
the latter’s appointment, and did not know who 
appointed him. Upon the appointment of Jones 
leave was asked for the issuance of $350,000 in Re- 
ceiver's certificates. These were issued, and of 
them witness had disposed of $300,000 worth. A 
recess was then taken until this evening.

lently obtaining money from Miss Helen M. Lewis, 


an actress, were brought to trial before Judge Gil- 
dersleeve, in the General Sessions Court, yester- 
day. The defendants are young, bright- 
looking fellows, possessed, as their actions 
showed, of more than ordinary intelligence. 
The complainant, Miss Lewis, is said to be a mem- 
ber of a prominent family of Charleston, 8. C., 
and the facts in the case are sufficiently well 
known. Yesterday Assistant District Attorney 
Fellows proved the facts by Miss Lewis, her 
friend Miss Leonora Dexter, and Manager Tomp- 
kins, of tho Boston Theatre, the latter of whom 
denied ali knowledge of the prisoner Schwab. Mr.

ANGRY JEWISH IMMIGRANTS. 


THEY ASSAULT THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE HEBREW EMIGRANT SOCIETY, 

Mr. Adolph }Beinbaum, the Superintendent 
of the Hebrew Emigrant Aid Society, was assault- 
ed and severely injured by about 20 Russian Jews 
who were under his charge yesterday morning, 
By an oversight the previous evening these immi- 
grants failed to receive their abendsessen, or supper, 
and as sleeping upon such a grievance is not calcu- 
lated to diminish it they were in an angry 
humor in the morning. Consequently, when Mr. 
Beinbaum came to the office of the society, which 
is in the basement of No. 15 State-street, they de- 
manded redress, and not receiving what they con- 
sidered a satisfactory answer they knocked Mr. 
Beinbaum down and brutally kicked and trampled 
upon him. Fortunately for him, a telegraph wire 
repairer witnessed the assault, came to the 
rescue, and drove back the score of stal- 
wart, bearded Israelites single-handed. A Po- 
lice officer was called in, but the immigrants 
resisted arrest and the officer was reinforced by a 
squad of policemen. Upon their arrival in the 
basement Mr. Beinbaum’s assailants made a rush 
for the door, but eight of them were captured. 
Mr. Beinbaum’s injuries were found to consist of 
severe bruises caused by kicks from the thick-soled 
boots of the immigrapvts. Seven of the immigrants 
who were arrested were arraigned before Justice 
Patterson, in the Tombs Police Court, where Mr. 
Beinbaum, in a sadly dilapidated condition, ap- 
peared against them. They gave their names 
as Lepta Josef, Jacob Rosenzky, Leo Le- 
vensky, Samuel Lorai, Abram Gretz, Solomon 
Bardo, and Moses Schadock, and said that they 
were brought here from Odessa more than six 
months ago and had been in the charge of the He- 
brew Emigrant Aid Society, who had kept them on 
Ward’s Island without sufficient food or shelter 
until recently. They state that Dr. Adler, of the 
Mansion House Jewish Relief Committee, of Lon- 
don, sent £50,000 to this country ashort time ago 
to be used for their relief, and that Beinbaum has 
been daily promising to send them to farms for the 
last three or four weeks. Yesterday, they allege, 
he had agreed to send them to farms in New-Jer- 
sey,.and upon learning that they were again to be 
detained, and having the additional grievance of 
no supper the previous night, they appointed a 
committee to confer with Mr. Beinbaum. This 
committee was evidently appointed “ with power 
to act,” for, not receiving satisfaction from the Su- 
perintendent, they gave hima beating. They were 
remanded by Justice Patterson to be given a hear- 
ing this morning.

A BANE’S ACCUSED PRESIDENT. 

Burrao, N. Y., May 10,—The examination 
of R. Porter Lee, late President of the First Na- 
tional Bank, and Herman J. Hall, who 
Were arrested on the charge of em- 
bezzling the funds of the institution, was 
begun here to-day by the Hon. Richard 
Crowley, acting as attorney for the Government. 
The examination disclosed the facts that notes 
amounting to $40,000 had been discounted for 
President Lee's father, some of them indorsed 
by Lee and others by Lee’s father alone, the 
bulk of which was due between December, 1881, 
and April, 1882, and which were given by 
Lee’s father, as a matter of accommodation, to 
President Lee, receiving in exchange scrips 
of stock in the First National Bank. These 
notes were delivered up two days before the 
bank closed and the stock scrips were 
returned. There was also an account with 
J. 3B. Lee, the wife of President Lee, 
and notes were discounted on this ac- 
count amounting to $17.50U, also due in June. 
Receiver Smith also testified to having found a 
nots made by R. ae Lee for $14,000, due 
in July, unindorsed, which bad been taken 
up on April 12, two days before the fallure, T. C, 
McKnight identified the minute-book of the 
bank in which the proceedings of the Di- 
rectors were recorded. The annual meeting 
was held Jan. 10, 1882, and from that time up to the 
time the bank closed there was no other 
meeting of which he was aware. At that 
time i. G. Spaulding and others were 
elected Directors, and R. P. Lee was 
elected President. Notes of $20,000 each and other 
securities that H. J. Hall had given for over $400,- 
000 loaned to him were brought in evidence.

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THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY, 


SOME OF THE FACTS BROUGHT OUT AT ITS 
ANNUAL MEETING YESTERDAY. 


The annual meeting of the American Tract 


Society was held in the Brooklyn Tabernacle yes- 
terday. There were two sessions, both of which 
were presided over by Prof. Barbour, of Yale Col- 
lege. Among the members present were the Rev. 


Dr. Stevenson, the Rey. Dr. S. I. Prime, the Rey. 
Dr. Chickering the Rev. Dr. Sabine, the Rev. Dr. 


Porter, and others. Addresses were made by the 


Rey. Dr. Chickering, and the Rey. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, missionary to Brazil, and there wasan ex- 
tended discussion of the methods of disseminating 
religious literature. Mr. Howard Payson Wiids 


was elected a Director to filla vacancy caused by 


a resignation, and the Rev. Thomas Armitage, D, 
D., was chosen Recording Secretary of the 
Board of Directors. During the past year 
the indebtedness of the society has been slightly 
reduced, the receipts and expenditures being near- 
ly the same as in the year 1880. The report of the 
Secretary mentions, with expressions of sorrow, 
the death of the Rev. Johu Cotton Smith, D. D., 
who was for 19 years connected with the society 
as & member of the Publishing Committee; that of 
the Rey. John D, Stone, D. D., who was for seven 
years connected with the same committee, and 
that of the Rev. James P. Kimball, who was Secree 
tary of the department for New-England. The 
whole number of volumes issved during the year 
bas been 292.200; tracts, 5,600,230. and colpor- 
teurs employed, 159, a slight decrease as compared 
with preceding years. These 159 colporteurs 
have covered 32 States and Territories, made 
141,548 family visits, found 12,508 families destitute 
of evangelical literature, circulated 143.098 vol- 
umes, and addressed 5,599 public meetings at an 
expenditure of $32,546 22. The cash receipts for 
the year have been $100,404 83 from gifts and leza- 
cies, $257,121 17 from sales, and $15,125 19 from 
rents, making @ total of $372,651 19, waich. with 
the balance in the treasury from the preceaing 
year, gives a total of resources amounting to 
$379,221 57. The expenditures have been as follows:

will become more than questionable. 
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The opposition of Southern Senators to 


Judge Davis’s:bill for the relief of the Su- 
preme Court is.extremely vexatious, not be- 
vause they oppose the measure, but because 


they oppose it in a spirit so narrow and s0 
oblivious of the breadth and importance of 
the question involved that they cannot 
command the respect of any thinking 
person. They talk by the hour around 
and over the subject, showing a 
petty hostility to the Federal Ju- 
‘diciary and an utter incapacity to com- 
\prehend the merits of this or any other 
measure for‘ properly adjusting it to the 
meeds of the’ country. They oppose the 
Davis bill without proposing anything in its 
place calculated to secure the important end 


for which it was so carefully and studiously 
framed. No wonder the grave Senator 
from Illinois finds it hard to have patience 


with the petty tactics of his adversaries, It 


js to be hoped that he will succeed in his 
effort to get a vote on the bill to-day, and 
(that the Senate will show a proper appreci- 
‘ation of the criticism to which it has been 


Subjected. 
RGAE ADI DEC ET OLE LOE 
. Representative ReEp’s bill to provide for 


the distribution of the remainder of the Gen- 
eva award, reported to the House yesterday, 


Givides the favored claimants into two 
classes. The first class is made up of those 
who suffered loss and damage by Confeder- 


ate cruisers. The second class includes 
those who paid war risks for insuring ves- 
sels and-cargoes during the late rebellion. 


‘Tf there shall be any money left when 


‘the first class of claimants are paid, the 


residue shall be divided among those of 
the second class. No provision is made 
for the insurers who indemnified those whom 


they insured for losses during the war. The 
theory of Mr, Reep is that the insurance 
‘companics are bloated monopolies, and that 


they made so much money by charging ‘‘ war 
rates’”’ for war risks that they have no claims 
that Congress is bound to respect. The 
claims of those who paid war premiums were 
thrown out by the Geneva congress. Mr, 
REED now proposes to pay them. The award 
was made for ‘‘actual losses sustained by 
individuals and underwriters on vessels and 
property destroyed.”’ Mr. REED proposes 
to throw out the underwriters. This may be 
honest legislation. It looks like a pettifog- 
ging bit of jugglery. 


The bill providing for the collection of 
arrears of taxes in the city of Brooklyn is 
one of very considerable consequence. It 
not only involves some ten millions of 
money, but lodges with the commission 
powers of an extremely delicate nature, 
and such as should be exercised with 
every safeguard for their proper use. 
The bill as it now stands names the Com- 
missioners. Some of those named are men 
of high character; others are unknown; 
others still are not calculated to inspire con- 
fidence. As the work to be done falls with- 
in the term of office of Mayor Low, there 
is noreason why it should not proceed on 
the Same principle as the rest of the execu- 
tive business of the city—that is, that the 
Mayor should appoint the Commission- 
ers. This would be the strongest possi- 
ble guarantee of efficiency and fidelity, be- 
cause the Mayor would be directly re- 
sponsible, and the responsibility which he 
has already assumed in connection with 
the government is so great that he could 
not afford to select unfit men for these posi- 
tions. When the bill next comes up it is 
to be hoped that an amendment of this char- 
acter will be proposed, and that it will be 
adopted. Brooklyn is making the experi- 
ment of responsible city government and 
ought not to be interfered with. 

It is some four years since Dr, Caro 
began a suit on behalf of himself and other 
property-owners in Fifty-third street to 
recover damages from the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated Railroad Company for the in- 
jury done to his property by the 
erection of their structure. It is an 
instructive illustration of the exhausting 
delays which may be put in the way 
of such an action that all these four years 
have been spent in arguing about a demur- 
rer interposed to the complaint, and that an- 
other year can readily be wasted in getting 
the Court of Appeals to decide wheth- 
er the case can be brought to trial 
on its merits. A Referee sustained 
the company’s demurrer, but his decision, 
having been carried up to the General Term 
of the Superior Court, has just been set aside. 
Meanwhile Dr. Caro has died, and his suit 
is being carried on in the interest of his 
children. The points involved in it af- 
fect other property than that in Fifty- 
third-strect, though the latter certainly 
affords one of the most flagrant 
examples in the City of elevated rail- 
road confiscation. It isto be hoped that it 
may be possible to have it judicially deter- 
mined in the course of the preseat decade 
whether an easement in the highway and 
the free admission of air and light are rights 
ot which a property-owner may be deprived 
without compensation. 





THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS 

The proceedings of the Republican con- 
vention at Harrisburg indicate that while 
Senator CAMERON retains great influence 
with his party in Pennsylvania, he can no 
longer control its action. The delegates were 
chosen by the old machine method, and were 
expected to be subservient to their leader, 
but they showed that the sentiment of the peo- 
ple contended strenuously in their minds 
against the authority of the “ boss.’’ So 
far as Camrron had reckoned beforehand 
with that sentiment and yielded to its de- 
mands, the convention came up cheerfully 
to his support. In so far as he showed a 
disposition to disregard it he met with op- 
position even in what has been considered 
his ownconvention. The result of the pro- 
ceedings is a curious illustration of what 
CAMERON could and could not do. 

There is little question that under ordi- 


nary circumstances Gen. Braver would be 


a strong candidate. He is an able and 


upright citizen and a consistent Republican 
who acknowledges no man as master. 
When in the long Senatorial contest of 


1881 he was accepted as a candidate by the 
Cameron faction, after the election of 


OLIVER was shown to be hopeless, he 
was not regarded strictly as a Cameron man, 
and his candidacy was meant for a con- 
cession. Still, he was opposed because he 


was the candidate on CAmsRon’s side and 


he failed to be elected. He was determined 


upon weeks ago as the candidate for Gov- 
ernor, not. because he was or was ever 
likely to become a subservient tool of CAm- 


ERON, but because his ability and character 
were universally acknowledged and were 
calculated to win support, while at the same 
time he could be counted upon as a friend 
of the Senator and one who would be likely 
to conciliate his enemies. Even the Inde- 
pendents can object to him only on the 
ground that his nomination was decided in 


advance by CamMERON and his associates. 
Such dictation is precisely what they have 
been fighting against, and they are not likely 
to be disarmed by the character of the can- 


didate whom it has imposed upon the party. 


CaMERON’s candidate for Governor was 
nominated by acclamation because it was be- 
lieved that he had strength with the people 


and not simply because he was CAMERON’S 


choice. But when the Senator proposed 


to give a conspicuous place to Mr. WoLFre 
as a reward for his willingness to turn ren- 
egade to the independent movement, he 


found that he could not hold the convention 


to any such bargain. He had the discretion 


to give up the purpose, and the proceed- 
ings of the convention furnish no 
evidence of the continued existence of 


such a person as WoLrFs, who has com- 
mitted the most foolish political suicide on 


record, A slight contest came on the nomi- 
nation of Judge of the Supreme Court. 
RAWLE was CAMERON’S candidate, but he is 
said to have accepted him from his inde- 


pendent brother-in-law, WayNz MacVzaau, 


who has professed so much high disdain for 


political bargaining. The candidate was 
conceded to Philadelphia, and part of the 
delegation from that city claimed the right 


to have some voice in his selection. 
It can hardly be admitted that they 
greater richt of.choice in that case than. 


in any other, or than any other delegation 
had, and when they put their claim on the 
ground of locality they stood for no princi- 
ple. Consequently they did not stand very 
firm, and the convention accepted Cam- 
ERON’s candidate in preference to that of 
McManes. On the nomination for Con- 
gressman at Large the slate went to pieces, 
and a new man, in the person ot ‘‘ Tom’’ 
MaRrsHAtt, broke up the ballot and rushed 
into a nomination by acclamation. 

It isnot a Cameron ticket, and much less 
is it anti-Cameron. It represents Cam- 
ERON’s influence and the defeat of Cam- 
ERON’s control. How it will affect the in- 
dependent movement remains to be seen, 
but it is not likely to give it any new vigor. 
The platform is a curiosity as the product 
of such a convention. It has little to 
say on any questions but those involved 
in the contest between the ‘‘ machine’ and 
the Independents, and on those it gives 
everything away. Itisin favor of all the 
vital principles of civil service reform, it is 
against ‘“‘ machine’? management in politics, 
itis hostile to ‘“‘boss’” rule. It is substan- 
tially the product of the so-called peace con- 
ference, and the Independent convention will 
have to build with the same material. But 
nobody will believe it to be a sincere ex- 
pression of the sentiment of yesterday’s con- 
vention. The delegates accepted it with 
quiet chuckles, as they might have listened 
to the reading of the beatitudes as a party 
platform. And yet these declarations, how- 
ever cynical and hypocritical may have been 
the spirit in which they were made and ac- 
cepted, are a tribute to the strength of a 
popular demand that cannot be ignored. It 
cannot be ignored, neither can it be brushed 
aside by a mere formal assent. That plat- 
form, if intended to allay the spirit of re- 
form, will return to plague its inventors, 
and if its rules for the constitution and con- 
duct of future conventions are observed it 
may yet be the means of destroying what is 
left of CAMERON’S power. 





THE AMERICAN FREE 
LEAGUE. 

An organization has been effected, under 
the Presidency of Mr. Davip A. WELLS, 
with the title of ‘‘ The American Free Trade 
League.’’ Its object, as defined in a circu: 
lar sent out in large numbers to every State 
in the Union, is ‘‘to secure organized and 
united efforts in promoting commercial free- 
dom between this and other countries, seek- 
ing to obtain to the greatest practicable ex- 
tent the same freedom in trade between 
nations that exists between the States of 
the American Union.’’ The particular line 
of action likely to be taken by the league 
is indicated in the statement that ‘‘ there is 
good reason to believe that it (the free trade 
party) constitutes, if not a majority of in- 
telligent voters, certainly enough to hold the 
balance of power if well directed.’”’ And 
again: ‘‘Those who identify themselves 
with this movement should be not only 
pronounced friends of the cause, but 
willing to give it emphasis by mak- 
ing it superior to ordinary party rela- 
tions.”” The platform of the Iowa Free 
Trade League is commended as a model for 
associate organizations. It declares that the 
only commercial policy which can be made 
permanent is ‘‘absolute free trade;’’ that 
the ‘‘ only tax on imports which should ever 
be tolerated by a free people is a tariff for 
revenue only,’’ and it demands ‘‘ the imme- 
diate and gradual reduction of existing im- 
port duties, to be steadily continued until 
every protective feature is eliminated.” 

This is certainly a very clear and intelligi- 
ble programme. Those who favor as well 
as those who oppose it will know precisely 
what they are dealing with and what they 
will have to meet. <A gradual reduction of 
the tariff, begun at once and steadily con- 
tinued until every trace of protection is 
wiped out. This is the aim of the league, 
and they advocate this on the broad ground 
that it is the only policy that can be stable, 
and that any other is at once unprofitable 
and iniquitous. There is no doubt that 
the originators of the league are 
thoroughly in earnest. It may be that 
they have begun at the wrong end in organ- 
izing a national association first as a means 


to local associations; but whether they will 


accomplish the most in this way or not, 
there is plenty of evidence that they may 
accomplish a good deal. If their work is 
conducted with energy and promptness—as 


there is every reason to suppose that it will 
be—it will be a force in the next elections 


for Congress which must be accounted with. 
The recent vote on the Tariff Commission 
seemed to show that about all the Republicans 
and some of the Democrats are in favor of the 


present tactics of the protectionists, that is, 


are in favor of delaying a revision of the 
tariff. But this does not really correspond 
to the sentiment of the country. How far 
it varies from it itis impossible to say, but 


it is plain that it would bea great mistake 
to assume that the country is indifferent to 
revision. The plea for delay is in itself an 
acknowledgment that ultimately a revision 
mustbehad. It was what the lawyers would 
call a plea of confession and avoidance. 
The only ground on which the delay was 
asked was that Congress was unable now to 
take up the work without facts to show, not 


the necessity of revision, but the best means 
of making it. Aside from this fact, the 


vote in the House was wanting in signifi- 


cance because the members were avowedly 
timid, and were afraid to openly commit 
themselves to any specific measure. It 
1s to this class of candidates for re- 
nomination that the free trade organ- 


izations will address themselves. The pro- 


tected capitalists have so far influenced 
Congressional action largely by their politi- 
cal influence. They have controlled enough 


votes to make it dangerous to oppose their 


wishes. The free traders now undertake to 


see if they cannot secure a like result by 
like means. They undertake to organize 
the. voters who think with them, for the 


specific purpose of securing respect for their 
views from tho men who are seeking votes. 


It is a legitimate purpose. No one can deny 
their right to do what they are doing. If 
they find enough voters to unite with them 
to ‘‘hoid the balance of power,’’ as their 


circular says, no one will sooner ac- 


knowledge the wisdom of their policy and 


the soundness of their doctrines than the 
Congressmen who last week voted for the 
commission bill as a convenient way of 


dodging the question. 
And it must be remembered that what the 
Free Trade League lays down as its obiect 
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is not inconsistent with strict loyalty to the 
Republican Party. Those Republicans who 
agree with the league will be violating none 
of their party obligations in asking of their 
candidates a subscription to the principle 
of a revenue tariff. The Republican 
Party is not committed to any other 
principle. Moreover, in the present con- 
dition of parties it is not a bad! thing to have 
an organization which shall, sincerely and 
intelligently, seok to develop public opinion 
upon a question of such vital importance as 
the tariff, and one which has not lately been 
made a distinct and well-defined political is- 
sue. It cannot hinder, and it may help, that 
re-formation of party lines which is as neces- 
sary as it would probably be wholesome. 


A NEW CABINET OFFICE. 

If the large majority by which the bill to 
create a new executive department of the 
Government has passed the House is any in- 
dication of the strength which this measure 
has in Congress, we shall shortly have a 
Secretary of Agriculture added to the Cab- 
inet of the President of the United States. 
Only seven votes were recorded in the nega- 
tive when the bill was finally passed by the 
House yesterday. The work originally be- 
gun by Mr. Lx Dvc, while he was Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, is likely to be 
crowned with success, long after that 
worthy person has followed into obscurity 
his non-producing tea plants and his costly 
experimental agriculture. The new execu- 
tive department isto be under the manage- 
ment of a Secretary, who must be ‘‘an 
experienced and practical agriculturalist,’’ 
according to the terms of the bill. Original- 
ly it was intended that there should be four 
bureaus in the. new department, and that 
one or two sub-divisions should be taken 
from other executive departments of the 
Government to increase the importance of 
these. As passed, however, the bill pro- 
vides for only three bureaus, the sub-divi- 
sions of which already exist, in form more 
or less definite, in the Department of Agri- 
culture, to-day. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Products is to 
include botany, chemistry, and entomology. 
These divisions already form the better part 
of the present Department of Agriculture, 
the first two being important practical 
branches, while the third, although of real 
value, is the subject of great mirth to the 
non-agricultural members of Congress, who 
consider it great fun to ridicule the division 
of ‘‘bugology” of the Department of Agri- 
culture. The Bureau of Animal Industry is 
to be in charge of a veterinary surgeon, and 
embraces in its duties the investigation and 
reports concerning the number, condition, 
and value of the domestic animals in the 
country, and shall provide for their protec- 
tion from diseases and collect and dissemi- 
nate information relative to breeding, im- 
portation, and improvement of stock. The 
Bureau of Lands and Statistics 1s to report 
on the resources and capabilities of lands 
suitable for stock-raising. A second divi- 
sion of this bureau is to be devoted to the 
collection of labor and agricultural statistics 
and crop reports; while a third division is 
to be employed in the collection and circula- 
tion of information and statistics relating to 
forestry, the demand and supply of timber 
and the preservation of forests being made 
its especial care. 

This synopsis will not impress any one 
familiar with the operations and conduct of 
the present Department of Agriculture with 
the idea that a new and original work is to 
be undertaken, or that the labors of the de- 
partment, as now carried on, are to be ma- 
terially expanded and dignified. There is 
really nothing in the bill, nothing in the con- 
dition of the industries to be fostered by any 
executive department, (however named,) 
to justify these elaborate preparations. 
The new executive department is simply 
the old institution spread over more surface. 
Instead of being presided over by a Commis- 
sioner who reports to Congress, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture isto have a Secretary 
who shall report to the President and shall 
have a seat in the Cabinet. It is supposed 
that agriculture will receive a new impetus 
when the gentleman who has charge of crop 
reports, cattle diseases, fertilizers, and forestry 
shall have the privilege of sitting at the 


council board and advising the President as 
to who should be appointed Collector of the 
Port of New-York and who ought to have 
the Assistant Quartermasterships in the 


Arny. 
What may be called the rise and progress 


of the Department of Agriculture presents a 
curious study to the political economist. 
Originally a mere attachment to the Interior 


Department, it grew, under the fertilizing 
influence of its first Commissioner, to be an 
independent department. Its habitation 
remained in the basement of the build- 


ing occupied by the Interior Depart- 
ment, with the Secretary of which 


the Commissioner of Agriculture was con- 
tinually at war. Mr. Isaac Newron, tho 
first Commissioner, a kind-hearted and zeal- 
ous but fussy old gentleman, greatly mag- 
nified his office, and pestered LincoLn with 
multifarious schemes for the elevation of 
the Department of Agriculture. In course 
of time he was succeeded by Gen. Lz Dvo, 
whose visionary schemes all revolved about 


one central idea—a seat in the Cabinet. He, 
too, passed away, and if the Department of 


Agriculture does grow up into a full-fledged 


executive department, with a representative 


in the Cabinet, it cannot be said that Gen. 
Le Duc went up with it. Mr. Grorece B. 
Lorine, of Massachusetts, who is now the 


Commissioner of Agriculture, would proba- 


bly be willing to accept a nomination as Sec- 
retary, as he has never exhibited any shyness 
in the matter of office-holding. 

There are no radical objections to creating 


a Department of Agriculture, such as that 


contemplated in the bill that has just passed 


the House. The only criticism that can be 
made upon the scheme is that it increases 
the number of Cabinet offices, and, to 


that extent, complicates the governmental 
machinery. It creates an office for 


which there is no necessity. All of the 
executive departments of the Government 
have grown enormously, of course, with 
the growth of the country, and several of 


them have been created within a very few 


years, the Interior Department, from which 


the Department of Agriculture was lately 
pruned, being the latest to be established. 
There is no function assigned to the new 


executive department which may not be 
economically and satisfactorily discharged 
by the branch of aovarnment already com- 
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missioned with the duties that are to be 
referred to the new and elaborate machine 
contemplated in the bill. The only possible 
advantage to be gained by elevating the De- 
partment of Agriculture, as proposed, is to 
give a certain dignity to a class of indus- 
tries that have heretofore flourished without 
the gilding with which it is now thought 
needful to adorn them. 
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DEFENDING BLAINE. 


The Tribune is busily engaged in defending 
Mr. BLarne in a way that must cause the mag- 
netic statesman to grind his teeth in vexa- 
tion. It recalls the way in which the 77d- 
une used to shout with exultation during the 
Greeley campaign whenever a State election 
went overwhelmingly against the Democrats, 
and is modeled precisely after the curious 
system of reasoning which led it to proclaim 
during the meeting of the Chicago Conven- 
tion that Mr. Buaryer’s increasing strength 
was shown by his diminishing vote. To be 
defended by the 7risune is one of the worst 
misfortunes which can befall a statesman in 
difficulties, and in view of what Mr. BLainz 
has already suffered in that way common 
humanity requires that the true way of de- 
fending him should be pointed out before it 
is too late. 

The chief reason why the Z7ribune feels so 
much sympathy for Mr. Buarne is that he 
was Called a ‘‘ bully and a coward”’ by Mr. 
BELMoNT. Instead of making faces at the 
latter and calling him names, the Tridune 
ought to show that Mr. Buarne is neither a 
bully nor a coward. This would be so easy 
a task that it isto the last degree inexcus- 
able that the Zridune has not undertaken it, 
but has, on the contrary, left it to be under- 
taken by a journal which has never pro- 
fessed to believe that the magnetism of the 
late Secretary of State is really the’ force 
which put the planets in motion and keeps 
them in their orbits. 

In the course of the. investigation con- 
cerning the Peruvian scandal Mr. BLamNg 
did not show the slightest sign of cowardice, 
and Mr. BeumMont knows it. He came 
before the committee not to be asked imper- 
tinent questions, but to make a series of re- 
marks that would create enthusiasm among 
his followers. When Mr. Beumonr actually 
ventured to question him, not a sign of fear 
was shown by the great statesman. He told 
Mr. BeLMontT that he regarded him in the 
light of ‘‘garbage.’? None but a man of 
exceptional and chivalrous bravery would 
have applied such an epithet to a young 
man. Had Mr. Buatne been a coward he 
would not have dared to overwhelm his im- 
pertinent examiner with so bold a word as 
‘‘garbage,’’ and for Mr. Be.tmonr to say 
that his brilliant adversary was a coward 
Was as unreasonable as it was blasphemous. 

In the whole Peruvian business Mr. BLAINE 
displayed anything but cowardice. To 
threaten a small nation like Chili with war 
unless she would recognize a ‘‘claim’’ in 
which Mr. BLarne never dreamed of taking 
the slightest interest was not the actof a 
coward. Nothing can be clearer than that 
Mr. BLAINE was quite ready to involve the 
United States in war with Chili, and would 
have done so had he remained in office. It 
may, of course, be said that Mr. Buarnge 
himself would not in any circumstances have 
gone to South America—a country in which 
sun-strokes are painfully frequent—as a 
soldier; but that does not alter the fact that 
he was not afraid to send our Army and 
Navy to South America, and the conclusion 
that he is not a coward is therefore irre- 
sistible, 

Neither was Mr. Buarne a coward when 
he wrote a letter demanding stock in the 
Little Rock and Fort Smith Railroad on the 
ground that he had used his position as 
Speaker of the House to promote legislation 
in behalf of the company. A cowardly man 
would have refrained from writing such a 
letter lest it should some day be made public, 
to his lasting injury; but Mr. BLainr, scorn- 
ing any such view of the matter and fixing 
his thoughts exclusively on the desirability 
of railroad securities, boldly wrote the let- 
ter and risked the consequences. To call 
such a man a coward isa gross misuse of 
terms, and no one can know this better than 
does Mr. BetMont, who is certainly an in- 
telligent man, well acquainted with the dic- 
tionary. 

Equally unjust was it on the part of Mr. 
BELMONT to call Mr. BLarne a bully. Was 
he a bully when he went down on his knees 


to Mr. Muntiean and besought that hard- 


hearted person to deliver up the letters in his 
possession and thus save Mr. Buarng from 
disgrace and ruin? Bullies do not act in 
this way. They do not plead for mercy and 
humbly beg that evidence against them may 


be suppressed. Mr, Buatne may have act- 
ed indiscreetly in the Mulligan matter, but 
he certainly did not act like a bully. 

Neither was Mr. BLAIne’s conduct that of 
a bully when, having by a clever stratagem 
obtained possession of the Mulligan letters, 
he read selections from them in the House. 
A bully would have either taken the ground 
that he had the letters safe in his possession 
and that he would not read them, no matter 
who might want to hear them read, 
or he would have boldly read the 
whole of them, and_ snapped © his 
fingers at public opinion. In that very deli- 
cate matter Mr. BLAINE acted with the ut- 
most discretion and with a sincere desire to 
please everybody. If he is to be called a 


bully in consequence of his management of 
the Mulligan affair we might just as well 
affect to regard his subsequent sun-stroke— 


an act which was in every way creditable to 


him—as the act of a bold and reckless bully. 

Had the Tridwne undertaken to defend 
Mr. BuarneE from the charge of being a bul- 
ly and a coward in this calm and judicial 
way it would not only have done the great 
man a lasting service, but it would have 


earned the respect of the public. Instead 
of so doing it has day by day abused Mr. 
BELMONT, as if that was the only possible 
answer to be made in behalf of Mr. BLarIne. 


Now that the true line of defense has been 


pointed out to the Tribune, let us hope that 


it will have the good sense and good feeling 
to follow it. 





Mr. LowELL, at the recent meeting of the 
promoters of the London International Fisheries 
Exhibition, expressed the hope that the United 

tates would take part, and such correspond- 
ence as has already passed between the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Lowrrr, Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN, and 
the United States Fish Commissioner, Prof. 
Spencer F. Barrp, is now made public. Un- 
der date of April 25 the President transmitted to 
the House of Representatives a report of the Sec- 
tary of State, in whieh Mr. Anruuz fully approved 


of the suggestions conveyed by Mr. FreLIncHUYSEN 
and earnestly recommended “that favorable ac- 
tion be taken upon the subject at the present ses- 
sion of Congress, in order that there may be ample 
time for making the preparations necessary to 
enable this country to participate in the exhibi- 
tion.” In conveying to the President Mr. Lowrt1’s 
dispatch, Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN wrote: ‘In view 
of the importance of the fishery interests of this 
country, the widely extended and growing expor- 
tation of our maritime products, * * * and the 
constantly increasing attention which our citizens 
are giving to the subject of fish-culture, 1t would 
be undoubtedly a wise and profitable measure for 
Congress to make such provision.” Mr. Freire- 
HUYSEN recommends that an appropriation of 
$50,000 be made for collecting objects, the making 
of models, for transportation, and to en-’ 
able the compiling of a full report to be 
made by competent persons on the exhibi- 
tion, and to show “the progress made in 
the practical utilization of pisciculture as shown at 
the exhibition.” In his letter of Aprii 8 to the Sec- 
retary of State the United States Fish Commis- 
sioner states that, should a suitable appropriation 
be passed by Congress and the work intrusted to 
his charge, he would do all in his power to prepare 
a display that should bea credit to the Unitea 
States, and requests that some suggestions of his 
be transmitted in the form of a communication to 
Congress with the amount of the appropriation to 
be asked for. In the draft of this joint resolution, 
the amount of $50,000 being asked for, the request is 
made “that with the approval of the Director of the 
National Museum, any cognate portion of the collec- 
tions thereof may be used in the preparation of the 
exhibit herein provided for, permission to remove 
the same from the National Museum being hereby 
granted.” ‘The Commissioner of Fisheries asks 
authority to obtain by exchange or otherwise such 
procurable objects from other exhibits in London 
as may tend to perfect the permanent exhibit of 
the United States National Museum. The United 
States Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries also 
wishes the power to represent the United States 
either in person or by a deputy. to be appointed by 
the President, together with such assistants 
as he may recommend as useful in carrying 
out the proposed participation of the 
United States in the exhibition. As all 
industrial exhibitions made heretofore, with 
the exception of the Berlin one, have always been 
hampered by a number of entirely ornamental and 
incompetent persons, whose services, though unre- 
munerative, have been rather impediments than 
otherwise, it is to be trusted that Prof. Barrp will, 
if Congress grants the money necessary, only em- 
ploy those who are absolutely familiar with the 
fishery interests of the country and the methods of 
American fish-culture. It is exceedingly desirable 
that the United States should be presented in Lon- 
don in its very best shape. The amount asked for 
is very moderate, and the advantages to be de- 
rived by the full display of our fishery products 
cannot but increase the businessin them. Such 
exhibitions are by no means one-sided in their 
character. A mutual course of instruction sets in 
at once when intelligent people examine such a 
fine exhibition as this London one promises to be. 
At the Centennial Exhibition and at the Berlin 
fish show quite a number of new methods of 
catching fish were acquired by our fishermen, 
which have already yielded fruit. 
em 
The troubles of Ireland to-day can be imme- 

diately traced to religious bigotry. When the Irish 
wrested, in 1782, from the English—alarmed at the 
successes of the United States—a rescission of the 
act (commonly known as Poyning’s act, HENRY 
VIL) which had made Irish Parliaments dependent 
on those of England, it soon appeared that the men 
who were so eager to gain liberty and independ- 
ence for themselves had no notion of bestowing 
it on four-fifths of their countrymen—Roman Cath- 
olics. Gratran and a very few other enlightened 
members would gladly have done it, but all Grart- 
TAN’s influence and eloquence would have failed to 
pass a substantial measure of Catholic relief in 
1782. Mr. GaARprInerR did, in that year, bring for- 
ward a bill doing what little he dared in that direc- 
tion, and in respect to it Epwunp BurkKE remarked: 
“ No man, on reading that bill, could imagine that 
he was reading an act of amnesty and indulgence. 
It recites the oath, and that Catholics ought to be 
considered as ‘good and loyal subjects of his 
Majesty,’ and then follows a universal exclusion 
of those ‘good and loyal subjects’ from every, 
even the lowest, office of trust and profit, or from 
any vote at an election, from any privile ge ina 
town corporate, from a vote ata vestry, from be- 
ing a barrister, attorney, or solicitor. This has 
surely more of the air of a table of proscrip- 
tions than of an act of grace."”’ In fact, at 
the very time when Ireland was proclaiming 
her independence, and preparing to fight for it— 
relying too on the aid of Catholics—there was not 
the slightest intention on the part of the Protest- 
ant ascendants of giving liberty to three-fourths of 
their countrymen. Subsequently the Irish Parlia- 
ment did pass a measure giving some further re- 
lief to Catholics; but it was miserably meagre. 
Thus the Irish remained a divided people, and re- 
ligious antagonisms were stimulated and intensi- 
fied by a keen sense of injustice. Out of this too 
came Orange lodges, and strife of the bitterest 
kind, resulting on one oecasion, in 1795, 
in a conflict which produced the death 
of 48 men. The “United Irishmen” were 
almost purely a product of the French Revolution; 
still, their cause gathered a strengthit would never 
otherwise have had from the prevalent discontent 
among Catholics. This bigoted conduct on the 
part of Protestant Irish Nationalists is probably to 


be accounted for largely by their apprehension 
that should the Roman Catholic interest become 
powerful in Parliament the estates of Protestants, 


consisting chiefly of lands confiscated from Catho- 
lics, would be in jeopardy. 


The recent census gives some valuable infor- 
mation concerning the extent and size of the farm 
lands of the country and the great increase of 
such property within the last two decades. Illinois 
leads the list of States and Territories in respect 
to the number of farm lands, and then come in 
order New-York, Missouri, and Pennsylvania. The 
largest increase in the past decade is snown in the 
case of Kansas, and a gratifying increase 1s also 
recorded in the cases of Iowa, Missouri, and North 
Carolina. The majority of the farms vary in size 
from 20 to 500 acres, the greater proportien in this 


number ranging from 100 to 500 aeres. California 
contains some farms which reach 1,000 acres in 


extent. Farming is conducted on a similar large 
scale in Dakota, Nebraska, Wisconsin, and some 
other Northern States. Large farms of 1,000 acres 
and over are found in many places in Louisiana, 
Mississippi, and North Carolina. It is cited as an 
illustration of the prosperity of these vast farming 
interests that about 75 per cent. of ali the farms in 
most of the States and Territories are occupied by 
the owners, while the remaining 25 per cent. 
are either let at fixed rentals or cultivated on 
shares. The record of farms in the larger agricul- 
tural States and their increase in numbers are 
given by the census as follows: California, in 1880, 
85,984 farms; in 1870, 23,724; in 1860, 18,716; Dakota, 
in 1880, 17,485 farms; in 1870, 1,720; in 1860, 128;

tion would be rather cold in France, but at Rich- 
mond, among the American girls, conversation 
went on joyously and in the most spirited way, and 
the evening was prolonged deep into the night 
The Frenchmen left the bail-room with the convic 
tion that they had learned something distinet and 
fresh about our society. They were, in fact, unank 
mously enthusiastic in favor of the American girl. 
“ The young [girl,” writes M. p’Havssonviuxe, * ig 
an institution in America—like the fire engine; even 
more interesting, and upon this subject I should’ 
like to say a few words.” Whereupon he goes on 
to state that in France there is a iegend about the 
young American girl, just as there is aiegend about 
the French girl in America. The former girl, he 
says, is supposed to be hardy, coquettish, with q 
mind always preoceupied with getting a husband 
and ready to risk everything to gain one. Here, by 
way of contrast, the French girlis thought to ba 
silent, prudish, inert,and ready to receive from her 
father and mother a husband whom she does not 
know. M. p’HaussonviL_eE believes that neither 
legend is founded on fact; and our American wom- 
en should be grateful that so delicate, chivalrons,) 
and discriminating an observer has sought to set: 
them and their customs right in the eyes of nis! 
prejudiced countrymen. He acknowledges that the 
difference between the girls of the two countries 
is striking—almost inconsistent, at first sight. Bu 
the difference, he sees clearly enough, is due en 
tirely to opposite conceptions of the social situa-| 
tion. He writes, for instance: “In America, whem 
you start off for any city, you are invariably told: 
You will find some very pretty girls there.’ In 
France one would say very pretty women. All the 
difference which I speak of is made clear in the us¢ 
use of the two terms. In America the social 
movement is organized for the young girls; balls, 
germans, kettle-drums, country parties—everys 
thing turns upon them. And young married 
women, without being excluded from them, take 
but a small part in them, most often under 
pretext to matronize one or more sisters, cousins, 
or friends. Young girls go frequently also to the 
theatre, dine alone in town, and stay at the houses 
of their married friends. In a word, during the 
few years which separate their entrance into so- 
ciety from marriage—that is to say. from 18 to 22 of 
23—they lead that life of pleasure which is, on th¢ 
contrary, the privilege of young wives in France, 
They know that this is the good time of their life, 
throughout which they may carelessly amus¢ 
themselves; and some of them, in order to prolong 
this time, force the men of their heart to wait for 
thema year or two.” After marriage among our 
own girls,as M. p’HAUSsONVILLE observes, comé 
the serious duties of life.

AMUSEMENTS. 


MR. CHARLES MAPLESON’S BENEFIT, 

The drawing power of ‘‘Il Trovatore” was 
never better illustrated than at the Academy of 
Music last night. Mr. Charles Mapleson, who ig 
both well and favorably known to the regular 
patrons of the opera, benefited on the occasion of 
which we write by a performance of Verdi's 
early work. That his selection of “Il Trovatore’ 
was an exhibition of sound judgment was mada 
abundantly manifest by the presence of one of tha 
largest audiences that has ever assembled within 
the walls of the Fourteenth-street opera-house. 
And it is only fairto say that the distribution of 
characters entirely warranted the great popu 
lar interest which was evidently aroused. 
A cast of “Il Trovatore”’ which con 
tains the names of Mlle. Rossini, Mme 
Lablache, and Signori Campanini and Galassi is 
one to be remembered—in fact, so far as the prin- 
cipals were concerned, it might as well be stated 
at the outset that no such performance has been 
heard in New-York for nearlya decade—not since 
the Nilsson season of 1873, when Mme. Nilsson, 
Miss Cary, and Signori Campanini and Del Puente 
filled the house time and again. Mile. Rossini’s 
Leonora exhibited many signs of improvement 
over her earliest appearance in the rdle toward the 
close of Mr. Mapleson’s Springseason. The part i¥ 
not a particularly interesting one, and though it 
has been included in the répertoire of every great 
soprano for about 30 years, few have won special 
distinction in it. Mlle. Rossini’s high notes last 
night were clear and telling, her phrasing was 
tasteful, and she was liberally rewarded 
with applause. The Azucena of Mme. Lablache 
is famous on two continents. The lady’s old-time: 
triumphs were repeated yesterday evening, and 
she was recalled again and again. ‘Stride la 
vampa” was given with remarkable energy, and. 
her powerful action in the eariv scenes of 
the third act won unstinted applause. Sig- 
nor Campanini has not been listened to before 
in Manrico for nearly a year. To be sure, he has ap- 
peared in selections from ‘‘ Il Trovatore,” but 
there was evident anxiety to hear him in the 
whole work, from the serenade to the “ Miserere.’’ 
The tenor was in fine voice, and from 
“Deserto sulla Terra” (which was sung 
with matchless elegance) to ““Ai Nostri monti ritor< 
neremo” he clearly delighted in hislabors. “Ah 
si, ben mio,” executed in charming style, was fol- 
lowed by a rendering of “ Di quella pira” which 
brought a storm of cheers from the listeners, and 
finally the great artist repeated it. Signor Galassi’¢ 
noble delivery of the music of Il Conte di Luna 
was as effective as ever. Of course, “Il balen”™ 
was redemanded, and it is only just tosay that if 
was sung the second time even better than the first, 

Evidences were not wanting during the evening 
of hasty preparation, and the performances of th¢ 


orchestra and the chorus left something to be de- 
sired.

THE AGRICULTURAL AND DISTRIUT 
BILLS PASSED. 

ONLY SEVEN VOTES AGAINST CREATING AN 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICUL- 
TURE—APPROPRIATION FOR THE DIS- 
TRICT—THE GENEVA AWARD BILL. 


Wasnineton, May 10.—The House has 
jone all that it can do toward the elevation of 
the Agricultural Bureau to the rank of an ex- 
cutive department, and it remains to be seen 
whether or not the Senate will take the same 
view of the subject. The substitute presented 
by Mr. Hubbell from the Civil Service Reform 
Committee was quickly rejected this morning, 
and the original bill reported by Mr. Ander- 
son, of Kansas, was passed by a vote of 172 to 
7. The only negative votes were cast by 
Messrs, Armfield, Deuster, Evins, Hardy, Her- 
bert, Herndon, and Scales. 

The House then took up the District of 
Columbia Appropriation bill, which had been 
prepared by Mr. Ketcham, of New-York} who 
clearly and comprehensively described the af- 
fairs of the District and its relation to the 
general Government ina speech which he de- 
livered before the bill was read by sections. 
The amount appropriated in the pill as re- 
ported was $3,411,798, or $33,000 more than 
was appropriated for the current year. Of 
this sum, the Government pays one-half 
and the District the other half out of its reve- 
nues, which are estimated for the eoming year 
at $1,725,816. More than $1,200,000 of the sum 
appropriated is required for interest and sink- 
ing fund in behalf of the funded debt of the 
District. This debt is $21,883,450, or about 
$110 per capita, the annual interest and 
sinking fund charge being more than $6 for 
each inhabitant. The amount appropriated 
for interest and sinking fund is the sum esti- 
mated as needed every year if the debt is to be 
extinguished in 1924. ‘the bill was passed. 

The House then took up the first of the 
three pending special orders—the bill re- 
ported by Mr. Reed, from the Judiciary 
Committee, for the re-establishment of 
the Court of Commissioners of Alabama 
Claims and for the distribution of the re- 
mainder of the Geneva award. The bill pro- 
vides for the re-establishment of the court, to 
continue in existence for one year, and all 
tlaims must be verified and filed with the 
tlerk within four months from the court’s or- 
ganization, In the fourth section it is pro- 
vided that it shall be the duty of the court to 
receive and exawine the claims mentioned in 
the fifth section and to enter judgment allewed 
therefor to twoclasses. Section5 isas follows: 

“The first class shall be for claims directly re- 
sulting from damage done on the high seas by Con- 
federate cruisers during the late rebellion, in- 
cluding vessels and cargoes attacked on the high 
seas, although the loss or damage occurred within 
four miles of the shore, exclading claims which 
have been proved pursuant to section 11 of said 
chapter 459. The second class shall be for claims 
for the payment of premiums for war risks, whether 
paid to corporations, agents, or individuals, after 
the sailing of any Confederate cruiser.” 

The court must deduct any sum received by 
any claimant as an indemnity, dividend, set- 
off, or otherwise, so that actual loss only shall 
be allowed. Judgments entered in the first 
class shall be paid before judgments of the sec- 
ond class are paid. If there is not enough 
money to pay all of;the judgments of the first 
class the amount is to be distributed propor- 
tionally, andif there is any money left after 
the first class judgments are paid it may be 
distributed to second class claimants, A 
similar bill was introduced by Mr. Frye 
in the Senate. The bill reported by 
Mr. Edmunds from the Senate Judiciary 
Committee provides that the court ‘shall 
consider and allow all claims properly proved 
directly resulting from damage by Confeder- 
ate cruisers during the late rebellion, to vessels 
and cargoes belonging to citizens of the United 
States,and to their officers and crews adhering 
thereto during the late rebellion, attacked or 
aken by such cruisers or their tenders.” It 
also provides that no claim shall be presented 
or considered that was within the jurisdiction 
of the original court. 

Mr. Reed briefly reviewed the circumstances 
which led to the allowance of the Geneva 
award and the history of the proceedings of 
the arbitrating tribunal. The award having 
been paid, the duty devolved upon Congress to 
dictate the principles on which it should be 
distributed. The report of the minority of 
the Committee on Judiciary argued, if it ar- 
gued anything, that the money ought to go to 
the insurance companies. He opposed this 
proposition on the ground that the history of 
these companies showed that they charged 
such premiums that they not. only 
recouped every dollar they paid out, 
but made from 35 to 40 per .cent. 
interest besides, and to pay them the very 
money in consideration of which they made 
that interest was absurd. He contended that 
the majority bill was perfectly just in settling 
the principle that the money should be paid 
to actual sufferers, and in saying that those 
who suffered from the exculpated cruisers 
were such actual sufferers. Mr. we ae 
of Wisconsin, spoke in support of the bill, 
combating the proposition that _ the 
fund had been paid to the United States 
as a trustee for the elaimants, and 
maintaining that the award allowed to this 
Government was allowed her as damages done 
to her national honor as a sovereign powar. It 
was by mere act of grace that the Government 
aver paid a penny of the fund to any one. He 
then proceeded to argue in favor of applying 
the balance of the Geneva award to the pay- 
ment of the clairas of sufferers from the excul- 
pated cruisers and in opposition to paying a 
dollar of it to the underwriters unt’! all such 
claims should be settled. The matter went 
over until to-morrow, when Mr. Reed will en- 
deavor to obtain a vote,

THE MOREY LETTER MYSTERY. 
VIR. DAVENPORT’S INVESTIGATIONS—IMPOR- 
TANT FACTS DISCOVERED. 

Wasnineton, May 10.—A correspondent 
of the Star of this city, writing from Cum- 
berland, Md., in relation to the Morey letter, 
says that John I. Davenport was_in Cumber- 
land on April 20, and that in company with 
three Cumberland politicians he visited the 
village of Pompey Smash, where he had a 
long interview with two residents of that place, 
who are said to be familiar with the Lind- 


sey affidavit and the circumstances un- 
der which it was made. The corre- 
spondent adds that sufficient information 
concerning the interview has been disclosed, 
**to excite the fears of two prominent Cum- 
berland politicians who are said to have spent 
all of the Sunday night previous to the Presi- 
dential election of 1880 in the telegraph office 
in this city dispatching to Democratic head- 
quarters in New-York City and also to other 
persons and quarters in the same City.” The 
correspondent also asserts that the Pompey 
Smash witnesses demanded money before they 
would make further statements, and said that 
they had recently received hush money from 
the other side. Mr. Davenport, he says, told 
them he could get the same information from 
other persons at less cost. ‘*The interview,” 
says the correspondent, ‘‘is supposed to have 
terminated without anything more definite 
having been obtained than what is already in 
possession of Mr. Davenport. This, it is said, 
implicates two prominent Democratic politi- 
cians of Cumberland. Mr. Davenport worked 
upon the Lindsey business quietly in Cumber- 
land, and had about completed all the links 
in the chain of evidence necessary to 
establish the whole history of the Lind- 
sey letter and affidavit, when he received a 
dispatch calling himto New-York. The state- 
ment of Hadley, which, it is said, will go far 
toward unraveling this mystery, which has 
hitherto baffled the keenest detectives, will be 
watched for with much anxiety here, where 
the lightning may strike at any moment with- 
out the presence of Mr. Davenport. At any 
‘rate, it would appear that we have not had the 
last of Robert Lindsey yet, and the future is 
{ull of possible sensations.’

THE PLATTSBURG RESERVATION. 

Wasnineton, May 10.—Mr. Edmunds 
has introduced in the Senate a billsimilar to 
that introduced in the House by Mr. Ham- 
mond in relation to the military reservation 
at Plattsburg, N. Y. The Government has de- 
cided that this reservation and the barracks 
upon it shall be abandoned, in view of the fact 
that there is another reservation of more than 


500 acres at Rouse’s Point, on the frontier, 
only 25 miles away, on which stands Fort 
Montgomery, commanding the outlet to Lake 
Champlain. The residents of Plattsburg regret 
the abandonment of the post at their village, 
but desire that the reservation, if it

shail be given to the village for a park. The 
reservation originally had an area of about 200 
acres, but some of it has been occupied by rail- 
roads. Upon it are the ruins of the forts used 
in the battle of Plattsburg. ‘These ruins the 
residents desire to preserve, and they intend, if 
they can get possession of the reservation, to 
erect a battle monument near the old forts on 
the high ground which overlooks the scene of 
both the land and naval battles of Sept. 11, 1814,

DAGGETT’S WEIGHING CONTRACT. 
IT IS ANNULLED BY SECRETARY FOLGER— 
WHAT NEW-YORK POLITICIANS SAY OF 

THE MATTER. 

Wasuineron, May 10.—Ex-Sheriff Albert 
Daggett, of Brooklyn, who has held 2 contract 
for weighing in the New-York Custom-house, 
has had his contract annulled by Secretary 
Folger. The action of the Secretary became 
known positively to-day, although there 
have been reports afloat for 
weeks that such a_ result would be 
brought about sooner er later. Soon after 
President Arthur’s inauguration several pro- 
nounced Stalwarts declared in New-York that 
Daggett must be deprived of the contract at 
ail hazards, and they made no secret of the 
fact that tneir demand for punishment was 
based on Daggett’s opposition to Cenkling 
at Albany... Mr. Daggett, who is one of 
the most active and influential of politicians, 
has been in Washington for several months, 
and had succeeded in keeping at bay the 
stream of visiting politicians who were opposed 
tohim, Among the most conspicuous Stalwarts 
who insisted that Daggett should be deprived 
of his contract were “ Barney” Biglin, ‘ Bob” 
McCord, and *‘ Johnnie” O’Brien, These three 
made repeated trips to the Capital in company 
and are said to have urged the removal of 
Daggett not only to Secretary Folger but to 
the President. Then ‘ Jakey’? Worth, Dag- 
gett’s old opponent in Brooklyn, came 
here with a large contingent of Dag- 
gett’s enemies, and they made __ the 
bar-rooms noisy with their demands that Dag- 
gett should be deprived of the weighing con- 
tract. Col. Michael C. Burns, who was here 
not long ago with *‘ Matt” Stewart, not only 
insisted that Daggett should lose his contract, 
but that Postmaster Pearson should be re- 
moved and ‘‘Jchnny” O’Brien put in his 
place instantly. In makiug this demand they 
expressed their opinion of an Administration 
that could not see the propriety of such action. 

It has been supposed during the last week 
that for some obvious political reasons 
Mr. Daggett would save his contract. A 
week ago, at a meeting of the Kings 
County Central Committee, he carried his 
point against five opposing wards and 
was regarded = as being master of 
the situation, his opponent, Worth, having 
practically no hold in the meeting. Daggett 
knew at that time that his contract might be 
annulled, but supposed that coming political 
events might have some weight in determin- 
ing the action of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Mr. Daggett, who returned to-night from 
an excursion down the Potomac, said that he 
only heard the report of the action of Secre- 
tary Folger on his return, and did not know it 
to be a fact except upon the report in 
an evening paper. s he understood 
it, the Government had decided to take 
the contract from him and _ have _ the 
weighing done under a superintendent, as it 
was in former years. All he had to say about 
that course was that he was doing the 
work cheaper for the Government than 
it had been done before he got the con- 
tract. In taking the contract from 
him, he believed it would cost the Government 
two dollars todo the work for which it now 
pays one. He denied the report that he had 
been circulating petitions to be used in in- 
ducing the Treasury Department to reconsider 
its action. 

Among the New-York Stalwarts here the 
removal of Daggett has caused a great deal of 
comment. He is known to be a thorough pol- 
itician, who knows his friends and who stands 
by the man who stands by him. One ef these 
Stalwarts, a prominent New-York office- 
holder, said to-night that he regarded Dag- 
gett’s removal as a great political blunder. 
He knew that in the coming convention for 
the nomination of a Governor the desire of 
the Administration men in New-York would 
be to have a friendly delegation from Kings. 
**T know Al Daggett,’’ said this man, **and 
I promise you that when the State Con- 
vention meets you’ll find that the Kings 
County delegation will be for Daggett 
and the candidate for Governor that he ma 
choose to name.’? The men who are unfriend- 
ly to Daggett say that he has been very lightly 
punished for the persistency with whieh he 
fought Conkling and Platt, and particularly 
bitter in their allusions to certain ‘‘step-ladder 
scandals” that furnished food for gossips dur- 
ing the Senatorial contest of 1881.

containing a request by citizens of Hudson

terred in his native State. 


The Southern Republican members of the 
House held a conference to-day on the pend- 


ing Southern contested election cases. A sen- 
timent was developed that the delay of the 
House is not only unjust to the contestants, 
but a denial of representation to the residents 
of the districts involved. After discussion a 
resolution was adopted urging the speedy dis- 
posal of the cases.

THE ILLINOIS SENATOR GREATLY 
VEXED BY THH DEMOCRATS. 
MORE LONG SPEECHES BY SOUTHERN BOUR- 

BONS AGAINST THE BILL—MR. DAVIS 
ANXIOUS TO SECURE A VOTE—L. MADI- 
SON DAY’S CLAIM AGAIN DISCUSSED. 
Wasurneton, May 10.—Untless the South- 
ern Senators who are opposing Mr. David 
Davis’s Court of Appeals bill are to use their 
long speeches against it for campaign purposes 
it is difficult to account for the time some of 
them have consumed in resisting the passage 
of the measure. Mr. Morgan ras made two 
long speeches, one filling six or seven pages of 
the Record and another four and a half pages. 
Mr. Call mede a long speech to-day, 
and if one may judge of its interest 
by itsreception, it possessed little, for the cham- 
ber was almost empty during its dolivery. 
Then Mr. George, gathering inspiration and 
argument from both of the Senators named, 
made another long speech. In all the oppos- 
ing speeches a degree of hostility to the Fed- 
eral courts in the South has been dis- 
covered, yet in the same breath that 
an outcry is made against clothing 
the Judges with increased powers, a demand 
is made for more courts, as if the Southern 
States could not have too much of a bad thing. 
Mr. Davis has little hope of convincing the op- 
ponents of his proposition that it is fair and 
wise. With a sort of desperation, he to-day 
once more outlined the scheme of his bill, as if 
to leave no excuse to any one for not under- 
standing it. He objected to the recommittal 
of the bill, ‘Lo send it back to the Judiciary 
Committee would be a blow at the proposition. 
With an air of resignation, he appealed to Sen- 
ators who were opposed to it to vote against 
it, arffd to let the friends of the bill vote for it. 
When the long speeches had been made Mr. 
Morgan offered a prepared motion of censider- 
able length directing a recommittal, and call- 
ing upon the Judiciary Committee to prepare 
a bill in accordance with a plan outlined in his 
motion, This proposition called for the ap- 
pointment of nine additional Circuit Judges, 
and prescribed many details of administration. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Davis expressed a 
desire to reach an understanding that a vote 
should be taken at a certain hour, say at 4 
o’clock to-morrow. A majority of Senators 
had indicated what course they would take. 
They had been discussing the bill for two 
weeks, and many Senators thought it had 
occupied more than its share of the time of 
the Senate. Mr. Morgan intimated his will- 
ingness to vote to-morrow,and Mr. Garland 
said he was prepared to dispose of the matter. 
When it appeared that the Senate was about 
toconsent to an arrangement to begin voting 
at 4 to-morrow, Mr. Pendleton, who had 
not spoken on the bill, protested that 
the bill was so important that Senators ought 
not to be restricted to 10 minute speeches on 
the amendments. Mr. Davis, standing in the 
centre aisle, pleaded with Mr. Pendleton in his 
most persuasive tones. In his eagerness he 
forgot that he was on the floor and that Mr. 
Harris was in the chair. ‘The Chair would 
state to the Senator from Ohio,” he began. 
When the Senators laughed, Mr. Davis was 
unconscious of his error until Mr. Butler un- 
feelingly directed his attention toit. The ju- 
dicial gravity of Mr. Davis was superior to 
the temptation to retort, and he closed the 
discussion by giving notice that he would en- 
deavor to get a vote on the bill to-morrow. 
There was further discussion to-day of the 
claim of L, Madison Day, who asks the Govern- 
ment to refund $5,400 paid by him for confis- 
cated Louisiana property. Mr. Cockrill had 
opposed the bill, and to-day Mr. Vest made an 
interesting speech against it, opposing it, not 
because of the amount involved, but because 
the «principle involved, if assented to, 
would prove a dangerous one and 
would return to plague Congress. The 
roperty sold was supposed to belong to 
udah P. Benjamin, rebel Secretary of War. 
It was sold as such, and although it was not 
his, and a mortgage of $10,000 rested upon the 
yroperty, an extraordinary order of Judge 
Jurell—a name that would never perish from 
history—an order which Mr. Vest character- 
ized as brutal, had declared that all mortgages 
on such propertv were swept away. Being 
unable to secure a title to the property, 
Day had come to Congress to ask the Govern- 
ment to refund the monev paid for the land. 
Mr. Vest created much merriment by pro- 
ducing Mr. Day’s brief, bound in law sheep. 
The claimant had appeared in the Supreme 
Court in person to argue his case, and had 
opened his brief with poetry and closed it with 
a quotation from the Greek classics. The 
argument having been made for L, Madi- 
son Day, that he had relied = ry the 
assurances of a United States Marshal that 
the title to the property was good, and that 
the Government ought to be held to account 
for the assuranee of its*agent, Mr. Vest said 
that millions could be taken out of the Treas- 
ury upon many such claims if this should suec- 
ceed.

THE NEW ARCTIC PROJECT. 
Wasurneton, May 10.—The bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, providing 
for another arctic expedition, authorizes the 
Secretary of the Navy to detail for the expedi- 
tion Master Lucien Young and a crew not ex- 
ceeding 83 in number. Master Young, an of- 
ficer well kncwn in and out of the Navy, de- 
sires to command an expedition to the arctic 
regions, and — that he will be permitted to 
doso. He has been led by a study of the his- 
tory of such expeditions and of the phenom- 
ena of the arctic region to believe that there 
is, near the pole, an area where the cli- 
mate is mild enough to support vegetation. 
He desires to take a vessel through Davis’s 
Straits as far north as possible, and then, using 
it as a base of supplies, to proceed in a north- 
easterly direction, by means of depots of sup- 
_ established at intervals. In this direction 
1e believes that he can, with sledges, penetrate 
further north than any explorer has gone be- 
fore. Itis understood that Secretary Chandler 
prefers to postpone further explorations until 
some tidings have been received from the mis- 
sing English explorer and the expedition which 
is to go out to find him.

THE BALLOT-BOX FRAUDS.

JUDGE BOND ABRUPTLY STOPS ARGUMENT 
AND ORDERS A NEW TRIAL. 

CHARLESTON, May 10.—The flow of Bour- 
bon eloquence reserved for the final struggle in the 
election trials was abruptly checked to-day in the 
United States court by Judge Bond in a totally un- 
expected manner. Col. Haskell had scarcely begun 
to address the court upon a motion in arrest of 
judgment in the case of the Acton Precinct 
Managers, found guilty of obstructing United 
States Supervisor Kane, when Judge Bond inter- 


rupted him with the announcement that the points 
raised by the defense had been duly considered. 
“The verdict rendered in the case,’’ he said, 
“*though probably it might be legally sustained, 
would not have the moral effect upon the puplic 
mind which a verdict ought to have to prevent 
the crime the prosecution intended to punish. It 
seems to me it would be better to give the parties 
new trials, and before a jury of more intelligence 
than the jurors appear to have been, from their 
affidavits and conduct, who rendered this verdict. 
We overrule the motion to arrest judgment, 
and grant a new trial.” Col. Haskell 
and Mr. Abney said they did not ask fora new 
trial, and requested to be informed if the decision 
was rendered upon tne motion of the District At- 
torney. ‘No,’ said Judge Bond; “I heard nothing 
of the kind from the other side, and do it upon 
my own motion.” The undisguised disappoint- 
ment of counsel for the defense and the 
apparent surprise of the District Attorney 
showed that both sides were unprepared 
for this dénoument. Judge Bond doubtless re- 
grets the error committed in allowing the jury, 
whom he believed to be gentlemen, to disperse 
and see their friends before he received their vyer- 
dict or instructed the Clerk of the Court to receive 
it, but under the existing cireumstanees his de- 
cision was the wisest that could have been made. 
It was the intention of the defense to carry the 
case to the United States Supreme Court, and, ac- 
cording to his views, even if Judge Bond had been 
sustained, the judgment could not have been en- 
forced under three years.

CHICAGO TRADE CONTESTS.

THE PROPOSED NEW RULE VOTED DOWN— 
A LARGE SALE OF OLD GRAIN. 
Cuicaco, May 10.—The Board of Trade 
voted on the proposed rule to make No. 2 
Winter wheat a tender on _ contracts for 
No. 2 Spring to-day. The result was that 
the rule was defeated by 4 votes, out of a 
total vote of 1,116, the vote against its passage be- 
ing 560 and for it 556. The contest was very sharp, 
and absorbed the attention of the board to the 
neglect +f the ordinary routine. The opposition 
to the rule made a desperate effort to defeat it. It 
is said they had hacks running all the morn- 
ing and brought to the board a lot of mem- 
bers who are not frequent visifors. The 
late wheat clique were especially conspicuous for 
their activity. One member who retired sev- 
eral years ago to the shores of Geneva Lake 


appeared on the street and worked _ en- 
ergetically against the rule, and a_  delega- 
tion of Milwaukeeans, headed by Kershaw, all 
of whom are members of the Chicago board, came 
down from th» Cream City to help vote down the 
rule. Many of the packers and corner advocates 
opposed it. The defeat is due _ principally, 
however, to the fact that many members of the 
board who would have voted for the amend- 
ment which was kilied last Monday would 
not vote for the original a gage oe This 
amendment is now receiving signatures 
and will probably be posted to-morrow, as 4 pro- 
posed new rule of the Board of Trade to be bal- 
oted on at the expiration of 10 days. It makes sec- 
tion 3 of ruie 26 read as follows: 

“On contracts for grain for future delivery the 
tender of a higher grade ot the same kind of grain 
than the one contracted for the future deliver 
of wheat made on and after a 15, 1882, 
unless otherwise specifically agreed by the contract- 
ing parties. shall be understood to be for No. 2 wheat, 
and No, 2 Winter or No. 2 Spring wheat or a higher 
grade of either shall be deemed a regular tender in 
fulfillment of the same.” 

It is claimed that this rule would make No. 
wheat the speculative grade instead of No. 
Spring. ‘Millers, shippers, or other buyers who 
wanted one or the other variety of wheat delivered 
on their contracts would merely have to see that the 
kind they wanted was specified in the contract on 
the date it was made. The opinion is expressed 
that this rule would draw Winter wheat 
to this market in quantities, and _ bring 
the prices of Winter and Spring wheat 
nearer together than they are usually when 
each sells on its merits, and that practieally 
it would raise the value of Spring 
wheat. Some of the members think 
the rule would prove to be _ inoperative, 
because the public could not be induced to trade 
in No. 2 wheat. This proposal appears to have 
numerous friends. They think it will serve the 
same purpose as the one of to-day, and at the 
same time be free of the objectionable features of 
the latter. 

The committee appointed to fix a settling price 
for the defaulted contracts in April wheat met to- 
day in the Directors’ room. Mr, Walker's clerk 
testified that he was authorized to pay 140, the last 
of April, for cash or April wheat. Mr. H. Norton read 
a letter received from David Dawes & Co., of New- 
York, stating that they had made certain sales of 
wheat for G. E. Walker & Co. on the above dates. 
Objection was made to the admission of this letter as 
testimony, because it was not offered under oath. 
The committee decided that under the rules they 
could not receive evidence by statement or other- 
wise which was not. given under oath, 
and then gave the plaintiffs to understand that 
they should have time to verify their state- 
ments by proper affidavits. Mr. Walk- 
er, who had submitted numerous _ tele- 
grams. accounts of sales, &c., stated that 
he would telegraph to New-York immediately for 
the affidavits. Mr, N. K. Fairbanks thought these 
documents were proper evideuce, coming as 
they did from a reputable house, Mr. C. 
Taylor raised the question whether Mr. 
Fairbank was a member of the Board of Trade and 
had a right to appear before the com- 
mittee, He asked because Mr. Fairbank’s 
name had been posted on the _ bulletin 
board for withdrawal from membership 
and the papers had stated that he had sold his 
membership ticket. In reply to this, it was stated 
that Mr. Fairbank was a member of the board, 
and: was theretore entitied to appear. A 
letter from Minnesota was introduced which went 
to show that Minnesota sold at $1 88 to $1 40. 
After some further talk the committee deeided to 
adjourn till Monday, in order to give the plaintiffs 
time to get their papers properly attested. 

A very unusual transaction occurred to-day on 
‘Change. The 46,17944 bushels of wheat which 
had been quoted as out of condition in 
the National Elevator and not taken out 
at the time prescribed by law was sold 
at public auction, It comprised wheat reveived as 
long ago as Oct, 10, 1879, and as late as Jan. 
29, 1881, and is presumed to bea old grain. 
It was started at 100 and (finally taken 
at 11544. The wheat is understood to be well worth 
the money—in fact, worth a good deal more on the 
basis of current prices for No, 2 Spring.

GREAT CLEVELAND STRIKE—A ROLL- 

ING MILL AT WARREN CLOSED. 

CLEVELAND, May 10.—The Cleveland Roll- 
ing Mill managers decline to say anything about 
the great strike, or ratherfock-out, that occurred at 
their mills last night, except that they have been 
compelled to do what they have in self-defense. It 
is understood that the company did not object 
so much to the slight advanee in price that 
the submitted scale contemplated as_ to 
the practical placing of their mills under the 
control of the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
Workers, as the men are said to have demanded. 
The company is rich, and not crowded with orders 
just now, and the burden of the strike will fall on 
the men. Of the 5,000 or 6,000 men in the 
Eighteenth Ward who are thrown out of werk 
by this mcvement only about one-half are directly 
interested in the question at issue between the 
Amalgamated Association aud the Rolling Mill 
Company. The rest are laborers, teamsters, 
helpers, and those whose labor depends upon 
that of the skilled working men. The men have 
been very quiet to-day, walking about and holding 
discussions among themselves and having various 
secret conferences. No disturbances have oc- 
eurred and none are expected, unless long per- 
sistence on one side and long resistance on the 
other should engender a bad feeling. An unusual- 
ly eood feeling has always existed between the 
managers and the men, and it is thought that steps 
may be taken at an early date to settle the difficul- 
ty. Another blast furnace will close to-morrow, 
which adds 200 men to those already idle. 

The Westlake Rolling Mill Company, at Warren, 
decided on a single run, and discharged one-half of 
their men. A call was made on behalf of the 
Amalgamated Association and a demand made 
that all the men be retained and the working time 
divided between them. It was refused, and all the 
men quit work, The mill has been closed.

IMPORTANT MEASURES BEFORE 
THE ASSEMBLY. 

SCHEMES HIDDEN IN THE §&0-CALLED GEN- 
ERAL RAILROAD ACT—FIVE CENT-FARE 
BILL—HELPING YHS MMiGRATION COM- 
MISSIONERS. 

ALBANY, May 10.—The so-called General 
Railroad act was on the list of bills to receive thair 
third reading in the Aesemwbly to-day. It was so 
late when it was reached that it was placed further 
down in the pile. It will doubtless come up early 
to-morrow morning. If tactics are to be resorted 
to by those who are desirous of driving it through 
the House time will be required, and this will be 
secured by bringing it up, as it is proposed, early 
in the session. It is suggested by those who have 
given this peculiar measure some study that its title 
is a misnomer; that it ought rather to be entitled 
**An act to enable Messrs. Dan Connover, George 
M. Van Nort, ‘Jake’ Sharp, and other associates 
to take possession of Broadway from the Battery 


to Fourteenth-street, and build and operate a rail- 
road thereon and on Forty-second-street and the 
Boulevard. and such other streets and avenues 
upon which horse railroads have not heretofore 
been constructed in New-York City.”’ ‘i 

The bill is being actively pushed by an energetic 
lobby. Since the arrival of Dan Connover last 
night a new feature of the scheme has developed. 
It appears that prior to the adoption of 
the constitutional amendment of 1874 Mr. 
Connover succeeded in getting through the 
Legislature a statute conferring upon him 
and his associates a franchise to construct and 
operate a railroad from Vesey-street to South 
ferry. This road was built and is now in opera- 
tion. The Third-Avenue Railroad Company is ex- 
ceedingly anxious to reach South ferry, as it 
finds thata large portion of the Summer travel 
to Coney Island and Manhattan Beach is diverted 
from its road because of the necessity of passen- 
gers changing cars and paying additional fare to 
reach the Battery. Rather than be subjected to 
this inconvenience and expense, passengers betake 
themselves to the elevated railroad, which conveys 
them direct to South ferry without change and 
without additional fare. A contract was recently 
made with the Third-Avenue Railroad Company to 
transfer to it the Vesey-Street Road, the payment 
therefor being par for the bonds and a liberal 
price for the stock. As an additional considera- 
tion, it is agreed, if possible, to enact the so-called 
General Railroad bill, so as to enable the Third- 
Avenue Railroad to cross Broadway and thus 
connect with the Vesey-Street Road to South ferry. 
This is another of the sechemes covered up by the 
deceptive language of this bill. Gen. Sharpe has sig- 
nified a desire to debate the bill, and Mr. Roose- 
velt will probably oppose it. The attention of 
members ought to be sufficiently attracted to it by 
this time to satisfy them tbat the measure is one 
that ought never to be passed. 

Mr. Crane, of New-York, again attempted, un- 
successfully, to take from the Railroad Committee 
the Five-cent Fare bill, which has been under its 
“consideration” for nearly two months. ‘The 
presentation of the Senate bill on the same subject 
afforded an opportunity for the attempt. This bill, 
which was introduced in the Senate by Mr. Grady, 
passed that body a week ago. Had there been a 
disposition on the part of Mr. Grady and his friends 
to push It, they would have insisted on its presen- 
tation to the House before this. It probably can- 
not be proved that money is being used by agents 
of the surface railroads to.defeat the bill, but the 
suspicion is not wanting that thisis the ease. Mr. 
Crane declares that he will exhaust every effort to 
bring this bill fairly before the House. 

Mr. Brooks introduced to-day the bill drawn up 
by his Ways and Means Committee prohibiting the 
use of Castle Garden and Ward’s Island by immi- 
grauts who are landed in New-York bv steam- 
ship compahies which refuse to pay a head tax 
of 50 cents on each emigrant transported by them. 
It is entitled “An act to enable the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration to exclude from the 
benefits of the State emigrant institutions 
at Castle Garden and Ward’s Island such 
steam-ship companies as will not contribute 
toward the maintenance of such institutions.’ 
Mr. Brooks explained that there was immediate 
necessity for the passage of the bill, and asked that 
it have its third reading. Gen. Sharpe objected 
for the purpose of criticising the bill as one that 
would not hold water one minute. The bill was 
put onits third reading without further opposi- 
tion, and was passed by a vote of 94 to 9. 

The Civil Code was passed by a vote of 77 to 25. 
Mr. Livingston, of Putnam, declared that the Code 
was not one that had the confidence of the Bar of 
this State, and Mr. O’Neil asserted that his views 
upon it were those of many members. 

Mr. Roosevelt introduced two bilis providing for 
the rebuilding of Washington and Jefferson Mar- 
kets, the former at an expense of $250,000, the lat- 
ter for a sum not exceeding $70,000. The work is 
to be done on plans and specifieations approved by 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners, while the Com- 
missioner of Public Works is given the immediate 
supervision of the details of construction. No — 
cial commission, such as is proposed by two similar 
bills already before the House, is to have anything 
to do with the labor. Controller Campbell ap- 
proves these two bills of Mr. Roosevelt. In fact, 
they were drawn up under his own supervision. 

The bill of Mr. Shanley increasing the salaries of 
Brooklyn policemen went through the House by a 
vote of 67 to 20, and is now on its way to join that 
numberless throng of vetoed measures. The bill 
approvriating $100,000 for the building of an armory 
in the Eastern District of Brooklyn has been or- 
dered to a third reading. 

Gen. Sharpe called the attention of the members 
to the fact that the Senate had refused to comply 
with the request of the House that the resolution 
fixing the date of adjournment be returned. This 
resolution, he said, had lain on the table'in the 
Senate for weeks and that body had refused to 
take any action upon it. The House now desired 
to recall it for amendment and that request the 
Senate had also laid upon the table. It was now, 
he declared, high time for the Assembly to deter- 
mine whether in the light of such discourteous 
treatment, it should not absolutely refuse hence- 
forth to concur in any matter that comes to it from 
the Senate. The Senate will be obliged to recede 
from its position or there is likely to be a jar that 
will interrupt the harmony now existing between 
the two jhouses. 

The bill prepared by the Kings County Super- 
visors authorizing the sale of certain lands adjoin- 
ing the Concourse on Coney Island, and which has 
attained some unenviable notoriety already, has 
been reported favorably by the Cities Committee, 
Messrs. Roosevelt and Monk alone dissenting. Mr. 
Stillwell made an unsuccessful effort to get the 
House to disagree with the report. The bill is 
regarded as an objectionable one. Certain Brook- 
lyn politicians, who were never in their lives sus- 
pected of an honest motive, are lobbying in its in- 
terests. A bill bearing the approva! of Mayor Low 
and designed to secure compensation to property- 
owners who may be injured by the construction of 
elevated railroads has been favorably reported to 
the House and referred, by request, to the Kings 
County members, to be brought up at their pleas- 
ure. The House has ordered to a third reading the 
bill of Mr. Scott establishing a Court of Claims to 
supersede the existing Boards of Canal Appraisers 
and State Audit. An attempt failed to amend it so 
that laymen may become Judges of the court in- 
stead of requiring all three to be lawyers of at 
least eight years’ standing. The bill to re- 
duce fares on the Harlem Railroad between 
New-York and Woodlawn has also been ordered 
to a third reading. A fruitless effort was made by 
Mr. A. M. Patterson to progress to a point where it 
can be discussed bis bill raising the waters of Sen- 
eca Lake so that additional hydraulic power may 
be afforded to a large number of mill-owners, em- 
ploying hundreds of operators in Seneca County. 
An unfavorable impression has gone abroad con- 
cerning this bill, and this probably accounts for the 
unwillingness of the House to take it out of its reg- 
ular course. The Attorney-General, the State En- 
gineer, the Superintendent of Public Works, and 
the State Board of Health are all agreed that itisa 
perfectly just measure. The opposition to it 
springs from the fear of land-owners at the head 
of the lake that their property will be flooded and 
ruined.

MATTERS IN THE SENATE. 
THE SUPPLY AND APPROPRIATION BILLS— 
SOME OF THE BILLS PASSED. 

ALBANY, May 10.—The Senate Finance 
Committee this morning reported the Supply bili, 
and it was made a special order for Tuesday next. 
The Chairman of the committee, Mr. Jacobs, said 
that additions to the bill since it came from the 
Assembly aggregated something over $400,000. Of 
this sum $150,000 was for the payment of awards of 
the Board of Audit, for which the committee was 
not responsible. About $120,000 had been stricken 
out of the bill as it came from the Assembly. 
The total amount of increase aver the Assem- 
bly bill for which the Senate committee 
was in any way responsible was, therefore, about 


$275,000. Among the more important items which 
have been added by the Senate committee is $22,- 
000 for the Quarantine Commission. Provision for 
this useless commission was omitted by the Assem- 
bly committee under the belief that the special 
co minittee appointed last year to discover whether 
Quarantine could not be made self-sustaining 
would make such a report as would render any 
appropriation unnecessary. But the committee 
has not yet reported, although it closed its investi- 
gations more than five months ago. 

The session of the Senate was mostly occupied 
in the third reading of bills. Senator Kiernan’s 
bill modifying the usury laws in certain cases 
passed the Senate to-day bya vote of 22to2. It 
reads as follows: 

“*In any case hereafter in which advances of money, 
repayable on demand, to an amount not less than 
$5,000, are made upon warehouse receipts, bills of 
lading, certificates of stock, certificates of deposit, 
bills of exchange, bonds, or other negotiable instru- 
ments pledged as collateral security for such repay- 
ment, it shall be lawful to receive or to contract to re- 
ceive and collect, as compensation for making such 
advances, any sum to be agreed upon in writing by 
the parties to such transaction,” 

The Assembly bill prohibiting the coloring of 
oleomargarine passed with an amendment that it 
shall not be construed to interfere with any act of 
Congress or with any patent duly granted. This 
amendment practically defeats the object intended 
by the author of the bill. Another Assembly bill 
was passed prohibiting the sale or exportation of 
any product of the dairy not anne sed exclusively 
of milk or cream unless the tub, box, or pack- 
age containing it is stamped in clear’ let- 
ters on the top and sides ‘oleomargarine.”’ 
Mr. Pitts’s bill to abolish the officeof Canal Audi- 
tor and transfer its duties to the Controller's office 
was reported adversely from the Canal Committee, 
beton motion of Mr. Pitts the report was dis- 
agreed with aud the bill referred to the Camamittea 
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of the Whole. The Assembly returned the Appro- 
priation bill with a message that it had failed to 
agree on the Catholic Protectory item and the item 
raising the salaries of certain State officers, and 
had appointed a new conference committee com- 
posed of Messrs. Brooks, Benedict, Raines, Catiin, 
and B. F. Baker. On motionof Mr. Jacobs, a new 
conference committee on the art of the 
Senate was requested, and i be ap- 
— by the Lieatenant-Governor to-morrow. 

. Daly introducd a bill amending the act creat- 
ing the State Board of Health so ¢s to provide that 
after the board has declazed a thiag to be a nui- 
sance, and the Governor, concurring in the same, 
has ordered it to be abated or removed, any one 
continuing to maintain or aiding in maintaining 
such nuisance shall be subject to a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment not exceeding one year. Mr. 
Kiernan introduced a bill amending the cnarter of 
the New-York Cotton Exchange so as to enable 
een members to form a mutual insurance organi- 
zation. 

At tne evening session the Andrews amendment 
to the Constitution, introduced this year dy Mr. 
Daly, guarantesing to cities the right of municipal 
self-government, was ordered to a third reading 
without opposition; also the bill appropriating 
$15,000 for the centennial celebration at Newburg 
in 1883. The bill making the Civil Justices of Brook- 
lyn elective on a general ticket was, after some 
discussion, ordered to a third reading. It does 
not take effect until after the expiration of the 
terms of the present Justices. Senator Koch’s 
Police Detective Salary bill, which was recalled 
from the Governor, was amended,on motion of 
Mr. Koch, so as to avoid the constitutional objec- 
tions urged by the Governor and then repassed. 
The Lieutenant-Governor designated the Railread 
Committee to receive the Joint Railroad Commit- 
tee of the Massachusetts Legislature, which is to 
visit Albany to-morrow.

WHE CHILI AND PERUVIAN SCAR: 
DAL INVESTIGATION. 

WR. ROBERT D. RANDALL TESTIFIES BEFORE 
A SUB-COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE COM- 
MITTEE ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS—HIS8 RE- 
LATIONS WITH THE FIRM OF MORTON, 
BLISS & CO. 


' Four members of the sub-committee of the 
‘House Committee on Foreign Affairs—Messrs. Kas- 
son, of Iowa; Dunnell, of Minnesota; Wilson, of 
West Virginia, and Belmont, of New-York—and a 
dozen reporters surrounded the sick-bed of Robert 
D. Randall in Parlor No. 1in the New-York Hotel 
‘yesterday afternoon. Mr. Randall, pale but calm, 
lay with his-head buried deep in soft pillows and a 
frilled invalid’s robe buttoned closely about his 
‘throat. A body servant was at his side when the 
company entered ministeriag to his wants. He 
raised himself in bed to greet the committee, and 
‘when this courtesy had been performed sank back 
‘again. ‘“‘I am very sorry that I was not able 
ito go to Washington to appear before you,” 
he said with a weary smile, “but I have 
jbeen here in bed six weeks this very day.” 
In reply to the questions of Mr. Kasson, Mr. Ran- 
dal) said he had been counected with companies 


cortrolling property in Peru, first with the Crédit 
Industriel, and again with the Compagnie Finan- 
ciere et Commerciale du Pacifique, an offshoot of 
the former. When asked if he was acquainted 
with ayy Minister of the United States abroad who 
Was in any way connected with the operations of 
eorapanies in Chili and Peru, he replied that he 
knew Mr. Morton and, as for that matter, Mr. 
‘Hurlbut and Gen. Kilpatrick. At the same time, he 
didi not know that these gentlemen had personal 
relations with the companies: except in a diplomat- 
ficvcapacity. Of his own knowledge in this respect 
e could only speak of the contract of Morton, 
liss & Co., of New-York. He asked permission of 
the committee to read a written statement that he 
had prepared, and said at the outset that he acted 
as the representative of the Compagnie du Pa- 
cifiqgue. He also represented the bondholders, 
whose holdings amounted to over one-half of the 
eruvian debt. Those he represented had no 
no wledge of the claims against Peru, especially of 
Cochet and Landreau. or what he termed the Ship- 
erii Peruvian Company. in September, 1880, he 
gverit on, while he was counsel in the United States 
for ‘the Crédit Industriel, the bondholders’ com- 
mittee, who had acontract for all the guano and 
nitrates produced, instructed him to secure a 
responsible agency in New-York for the dis- 
sal of the articles in this country. The 
rm of Morton, Bliss & Co. was suggested, 
ut Mir. Randall took no steps on his return to the 
nitedi States until the arrival of the agents, Suarez 
nnd Gount Montferrant, in January or February. 
1881. ‘The latter repeated the instructions and Mr. 
Randall applied to Maitland, Phelps & Co. He 
saw Royal a of the firm, who expressed a 
disposition to take the matter in hand, but said he 
‘would be compelled to consult with his partners, 
‘A note was received that evening from Mr. Phelps 
declining the proposition on the ground that it 
would not be advantageous. Mr. Randall saw Mr, 
Phelps, and the latter made a personal explanation. 
He said it was a new business for the firm. 
{t would be necessary to employ an addi- 
tional force of clerks and the compensation 
would be too small to make it remunerative, 
pwing to the limited amount of business that 
svould be done. Mr. Phelps named two houses 
that might take hold of the matter—Amsinck & 
Co. and Hohson, Hurtardo & Co. Mr. Randall 
could Jearn nothing of the first, and ascertained 
that the second had dissolved some months pre- 
viously. The latter house was the agent for Peru 
§n the sales, but the financial part of the business 
bad been transacted by Morton, Bliss & Co. for 

ears. Mr. Randall ealled upon Mr. George T. 

liss, of Morton, Bliss & Co., and found him to be 
familiar with the business, Mr. Randall was asked 
to call again and was told that Mr. Hobson would 
be present. The interviews that followed resulted 
ir the contract made in Paris. The understanding 
was arrived at the latter part of May and the first 
of June. Mr. Kandall rose on his elbow, and with 
ail the vigor that he could command said it was 
right for him to say that he saw Mr. Morton at 
mone of the interviews. Mr. Morton was absent 
from New-York. 

Under the contract with Peru the Crédit Indus- 
triel was to organize and capitalize the Compagnie 
du Pacifique, which was to be the organ of the first 
concern.

27 he returned to Paris, and on the autnrority of 
Morton, Bliss & Co. approved of the contract the 
next day. While he had authority to execute the 
contract he declined to assume it for the reason 
that the parties with whom he was dealing were 
really his clients. Therefore he simply approved 
the contract. Two contracts were made out, one 
rs ee Mr. Randall forfeited to Morton, Bliss

Mr. Kasson asked if at any time up to the signing 
of the eontract Mr. Morton had taken any part in 
the negotiations. Mr. Randall assumed an upright 
position, and said that he wished to make his an- 
pwer plain.

ANEW LINE TO CONEY ISLAND. 


THE STOCK PLACED UPON THE MARKET— 
ELECTION OF DIRECTORS. 

The New-York and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany, an organization for some time in existence, 
but of whose plans the publio has been able to learn 
little, projecting a new route to Coney Island and 
giving rapid transit connections to various portions 
of Long Island, made known its purposes in Wall- 
street yesterday, preparatory to floating bonds and 
stock, of each $1,000,000. The company proposes 
to be ready for active operations by June1. The 
road is to have connection with this City 
by a line of steam-boats running from Pier 
No. 6 North River, (near Rector-street,) to 
the water-front at Gowanus Bay, foot of Thirty- 
sixth-street, Brooklyn, at which latter point the 
railroad begins, <A pier 2,500 feet long and having 
a surface width of 40 feet has been built there. The 
route of the road is through Thirty-sixth-street to 
Fifth-avenue, thence deflecting slightly to the 
south, and, following the line of the Brooklyn, 


Bath and Coney Island Railroad, it runs to the city 
line, thence eastward through farm lands, striking 
Avenue C, through which it continues to a junc- 
tion with the East New-York and Canarsie Rail- 
road. The route from beginning to end covers 
about six and three-quarter miles; right of way 
has been secured the entire distance. The new 
road will intersect the Brooklyn, Bath and Coney 
Island, the Prospect Park and Coney Island, and 
the Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island Railroads, 
It is stated that close contracts have been made 
with each of these roads. Running powers have 
been secured over Culver’s Prospect Park and 
Coney Island Railroad, and it is by this line that 
the new company is to send its trains to Coney 
Island. Culver's road is struck at Avenue C, Flat- 
bush, and the trains from the Gowanus Bay pier 
are to be run by junction directly over that line to 
the beach. Mr. Culver has contracted to give way 
to four trains an hour from the pier over his road. 
From the pier at Gowanus Bay, via Culver’s line, 
the New-York and Atlantic promises to send pas- 
sengers to Coney Island, a distance of seven miles, 
in 12 minutes. For the passage by steamer from the 
New-York starting-point to the Gowanus Bay pier 
it is calculated that not more than 15 minutes will be 
required, the entire trip thus being possible within 
a half-hour. The road isto be a double track of 
standard gauge. The rails are now down to Green- 
wood Cemetery, opposite the southern entrance, 
to which a station is to be placed, making much 
the quickest route to the cemetery from this City. 
Trains will run regularly over the route to the 
cemetery on Deeoration Day. The further con- 
struction of the road is to be pushed rapidly for- 
ward. The connection with Culver’s line will be 
made by June 1, and by the same date Flatbusn will 
be reached, but it is not expected to complete the 
line through to Canarsie before October. 

Fort Hamilton is to be reached by a connection 
with the dummies of the Third-avenue Railway, 
the dummies being brought upon the pier directly 
to the boats, landing passengers in New-York from 
Fort Hamilton within 25 minutes, against more than 
twice that time now required. The Fiatbush-ave- 
nue horse car line is to be extended down to Ave- 
nue ©, to serveasa feeder of local tratfic bound 
for New-York. By horse cars to New-York from 
Flatbush about three-fourths of an hour jis required; 
the new road plans to make the trip in 20 minutes. 
Other feeding is expected from the Coney Island 
plank road, in which, as in the Brooklyn, Flatbush, 
and Coney Island Railroad, Gen. James Jourdan, 
one of the projectors of this new road, holds influen- 
tial, if not controlling, interests. At Coney Island 
the new company has obtained control of the short 
line of elevated railway, by which such passengers 
as desire will be sent, without change of cars, to 
Hotel Brighton, the regular terminus being at the 
hotel known lately as Cable’s.

A WELL-MANAGED COUNTY. 

The annual meeting of the Passaic County 
(N. J.) Board of Chosen Freeholders was held yes- 
terday at Paterson, N. J. The board stands 10 Re- 
publicans to 7 Democrats, but for 11 years past it 
has not been the custom to divide politically, and 


yesterday was no exception to the rule, the Repub- 
lican ofticers being elected, for the most part unani- 
mously, as follows: Director—-Edward Francisco, 
for his fourth year; Clerk—William Nelson, for his 
twelfth year; Collector—William H. Hayes, for his 
eighth year. for counsel, Henry 8. Drury was re- 
elected. Dr. William Blundell, jail physician for 
the past 13 years, declined a re-election, where- 
upon the board adopted resolutions highly 
complimentary to him and eleeted Walter 
B. Johnson. The annual appropriations 
were made as follows: Courts, $27,000; jail, 
$8,000; State Asylum, $6,500; County Asylum, 
$1,500; Chosen Freeholders, $2,600; officers, $4,400; 
bridge-tenders, $1,800; Coroners, $1,500; elections, 
$1,400; stationery, $500; advertising, publishing, 
and printing. $2.600; incidentals, $2,000; payment 
of bonds, $21,500; interest, $7,500; bank discounts, 
$300; interest on surplus revenue, to be applied to 
the schools of the county, $1,168 388; public build- 
ings, $2,000; bridges, $23,000; roads, $5,000—a total 
of $119,168 38. There being a considerable surplus 
of casb on hand, the board fixed the tux levy at 
$110,000. The County Collector was directed to 
divide the deposits of the county moneys between 
the banks of the city in proportion to their cap- 
ital, be being thus relieved of responsibility for the 
security of the deposits so made. The county debt 
is but $104,000, and is being reduced at the rate of 
$21,500 yearly. The county tax rate is much less 
than one-half of 1 per cent.

DOCK DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS. 


MR. VOORHIS’S METHOD OF DOING BUSI- 
NESS NOT APPROVED. 


At the meeting of the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday, Mr. Laimbeer, who was elected Presi- 
dent of the board last week, occupied the chair. 
A delegation of workmen employed in building the 
new stone bulkhead wall appeared before the 
board and represented that as they were obliged 


to work entirely on the ebb and flow of the tide of 
the river they could make not more than 87 cents 
to $1 per day, and if they were not given better 
pay. or more work they would be forced 
to leave the department. They were prom- 
ised steadier employment, and left satisfied. 
Commissioner Voorhis offered a long preamble 
and resolutions which gave his colleagues a sur- 
priso. The preamble recited that the Hon. Henry 
L. Sprague, of the Legislature, had addressed a 
communication to the board on the 4th of last 
April requesting an expression of opinion as to the 
merits of a bill introduced by him in the Assembly 
proposing several'important changes in the laws 
relating to the government and control of the 
docks of this City. The ne was di- 
rected to request Mr. Sprague to furnish ad- 
ditional copies of the proposed amendments 
to the law in order that the board could 
carefully examine into the matter, and the request 
was promptly complied with. A sufficient time had 
elapsed for a digest and consideration of the mat- 
ter by the Commissioners, with a view to an ex- 
pression of opinion and to the giving of sugges- 
tions in the form of amendments that would be 
beneficial to the City. The first resolution follow- 
ing the preamble was to the effect that ‘‘ the board 
fully BPpro ves of the principal provisions of As- 
sembly bill No. 830, entitled ‘An act to provide for 
the construction, repair, and improvement of 
docks, wharves, piers, slips, and bulkheads in the 
City of New-York, and for the management and 
control of the same,’ and ‘especially in the inter- 
ests of harmony and efficiency in the department 
do they approve of section 1 of the bill providing 
for the placing of the control of the department 
under a single Commissioner.’ Other resolutions 
suggested certain amendments to the bill, chief 
among them being an amendment to section 10, 
authorizing the Commissioners of the Sinking Funda 
to issue as much as $200,000 for the calendar year 
for construction of work under the new plan. 

President Laimbeer thought that it was an act 
of discourtesy on the part of a Commissioner to 
come to that table and write and present resolu- 
tions of that character without his colleagues hay- 
ing been previously informed that he was going to 
doso. He moved that they be laid onthe table 
for further consideration, as he had no opportunity 
as yet to consider them. Mr. Voorhis said he was 
opposed to that disposition of the matter. He 
thought there had been enough time for their 
consideration, A vote was taken, and Messrs. 
Laimbeer and Vanderpoel voted to lay them on the 
table, and Mr. Voorhis voted in the negative. Mr. 
Vanderpoel explained that he voted as he did, not 
because he believed Mr, Voorhis had no right to 
write resolutions at the table and present thera as 
he had done, but because he thought more time 
was required for the consideration of the matter.

NOT READY FOR TRIAL. 

In the United Strtes Circuit Court yester- 
day, before Judge Shipman, the whole trial calen- 
dar of causes comprised what are known as * Col- 
lector’s cases,” or actions in which merchants sue 
to recover back moneys which they paid for duties 
on imports to the Collector of the Port, 
under protest, as being excessive. The Govern- 
ment was represented by Assistant United 
States Attorney Herrick, and as each case 
was called he answered, ** Ready for the defense,” 
while in every instance the plaintiff’s counsel said 
they were not ready, and absolutely could not pro- 
ceed to trial. Judge Shipman said it was a gross 
outrage that the Government should be put to the 
expense of summoning witnesses and jurors 
and paying court officers to try eases. in- 
volving acts claimed to be illegal on the 
part of the Treasury Department) and that then in 
no case was the merchant who made these claims 
ready to proceed on the trial. Assistant Attorney 
Herrick said he was actually ready to try every 
case that had been called, and that at 
this particular time, when so many harangues 
are being made on tariff wrongs in pub- 
lic assemblages, and so much comment 
indulged in by the press in advocacy of a new tri- 
bunal for the trial of Government cases, he felt it 
might be not inappropriate to ask the court to in- 
dicate whether or not such an additional tribunal 
was needed for the transaction of business of the 
kind In question, and whether Congress could not 
find other work to do than in legislating to the 
same end.. The court discharged the jury. The 
next term of court for the trial of “ Coliector’s 
cases”’ will be held in October. 

EERE SSS ae on 
A PROPERTY-OWNERS SUIT SUSTAINED, 

Judgment was entered yesterday upon the 
decision rendered by the Superior Court, General 
Term, two years ago, in favor of Dr. Salvator Caro 
in his suit against the Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 
way Company. By the terms of the judgment the 
defendant corporation is restrained from 
operating a steam railway in front of the 
premises in West  Fifty-third-street formerly 
owned by Dr. Caro, but now owned 
by his children, who, after his death about a year 
ago, were allowed to become plaintiffs and con- 
tinue the suit. Dr. Caro began the action in 1878 
on behalf of himself and other owners of property 
on West Fifty-third-street, between Sixth and 
Ninth avenues. He complained that the erection 
and operation of an elevated railroad in front of 
his house would deprive him of an easement 
in the highway to which he was entitled 
and of air and light, and would otherwise prove to 
be a nuisance to him. The railroad company de- 
murred to the complaint, and a Referee gave judg- 
ment dismissing the complaint. On the appeal the 
Superior Court, General Term, reversed this judg- 
ment, holding that an elevated railroad construct- 
ed and operated in the manner set forth in the 
complaint would constitute a private nuisance, 
and that the person affected by the nuisance would 
be entitled to relief and damages. It is probable 
that the railroad company will carry the case to 
the Court of Appeals. If the present judement is 
there sustained the company will answer the com- 
plaint, and the case wili go to trial upon its merits,
